“Take a look at the situation,” 
said Hapgood in an interview with 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. “The 
rural branch factory is established 
primarily to get cheap labor. The 
operating manufacturer pays little 
or nothing for the plant, which is 
paid for from savings in the com- 
munity which merchants, wage- 
earners, and farmers are influenced 
to invest by the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other civic organiza- 
tions. a 

No Town Taxes Assessed. 

“Town or municipal taxes are not 
assessed against the plant, although 
every other business in the com- 
munity has to pay its share. 
Anything fair about that? 

“The employes get only part-time 
employment as a rule because the 
shoe manufacturing business is sea- 
sonal, and get wages that buy noth- 
ing but the bare necessaries of life, 
after working 50 or 60 hours a 
week during the rush periods, when 
production is speeded up to hoard 


a reserve stock, so that the fac- 
tory can be shut down in slack pe- 
riods to save the operating over- 
head. 

“Men and women trained in farm 
work or other occupations of a 
rural district are coaxed by false 
promises of mythical earnings to 
settle in the town and do factory 
work, often to the detriment of 
their health. Their earning power 
does not enable them to have a suit- 
able standard of living, or to save. 
A business slump or a period of 
idleness comes threugh lack of de- 
mand or piling up of surplus stock, 
and the branch factory employe is 
thrown on the community as a re- 
lief burden. If he had been left on 
his acreage, he likely never would 
have become a community burden.” 

Creates Labor Surplus. 

Establishing branch factories 
takes the work away from the larg- 
er centers of the industry, where a 
surplus of labor is consequently 
created, Hapgood asserted, and en- 
ables the owner to hire cheaper 
labor at his main factory. 

“The net result is that the pur- 
chasing power is lessened among 
the workers in the entire industry 
—an economic mistake,” he  de- 
clared, “and nobody gains but the 
operating owner.” 

The manufacturer usually gets 
an “invitation” to locate in a town 
he considers favorable, Hapgood 
said, through a “straw man of his 
own.” The landlord, the real es- 
tate dealer, ,the milkman, _ the 
butcher and grocer are “sold” on 
the idea of a “big payroll for the 
town,” and then they are also sold 
stock or shares to finance the 
building. 

The national organizing commit-

BARBER WHO CUT 
HAIR FOR LESS THAN 
50 CENTS IS JAILED 


Freeport (Ill.) Man Sentenced 
for Contempt as Violator 
of Injunction.

FREEPORT, Ill., Nov. 6.—Her- 
man Rose began a sentence of one 
week in the county jail today be- 
cause he cut hair for less than 50 
cents. 

Rose was sentenced by Circuit 
Judge Harry Edwards for contempt 
for violating an injunction against 
cut-rate barbering. The 50-cent 
minimum was set in an agreement 
among barbers several months ago. 

Rose told Judge Edwards his 
wife owned the shop and had re- 
funded 15 cents from each 50-cent 
hair cut charge as a “present” to 
the customer.

Motions for a new trial were filed 
in Circuit Court at Belleville yes- 
terday in behalf of the Giancola 
brothers, Angelo Ralph and John 
Joseph, convicted by a jury Fri- 
day of the murder of William Kap- 

en. 

P The motion in behalf of Ralph, 
whose punishment was set at death, 
alleged chiefly that Circuit Judge 
D. H. Mudge erred in ruling that 
the name of Mrs. Marie’Porter, sis- 
ter of Kappen and third defendant 
in the trial, be omitted from his 
confessions when they were read 
to the jury. Mrs. Porter, who Ralph 
testified instigated the plot and of- 
fered him $800 to kill her brother 
so that she might collect $3300 mh 
life insurance, also was found guil- 
ty, with punishment set at death. 

The chief grounds on which a 
new trial was asked for John Gian- 
cola, whose punishment was set at 
99 years in the penitentiary, were 
that alibi testimony by his mother 
and sister was uncontradicted by 
the State, and that the court erred 
in admitting statements to police 
in which he acknowledged accom- 
panying Ralph at the time of the 
murder, early the morning of July 
3. These statements; the motion 
charged, were obtained by force. 

Mrs. Porter’s attorney said he 
wouid file a motion for a new trial 
tomorrow, based on the court’s re- 
fusal to grant her a separate trial.

William B. Mahan, of Lynn, 
Mass., veteran officer of various 
shoe workers’ unions and now a di- 
rector of the organizing committee, 
said the membership numbered 16,- 
000 when consolidation took place, 
and now is 60,000. 


ADMITS AILLING MAN 
NEAR BONNE TERRE 


Senath (Mo.) Cotton Picker 
Says Shooting Followed Re- 
marks About His Wife. 


Cornelius A. Autry, Senath (Mo.) 
cotton picker, was charged with the 
murder of his boyhood friend, Tru- 
man Hancock, a farmer of Darden, 
Tenn., whose body was found Oct. 9 
near Bonne Terre, Mo., in a war- 
rant issued yesterday at Farming- 


ton. 

The warrant was obtained after 
State Highway Patrolmen reported 
Autry had confessed shooting Han- 
cock during an argument over 
Hancock’s, disrespectful remarks 
about Autry’s wife. After making 
an oral confession at Senath, Autry 
made a written statement at the 
Highway Patrol office at Kirkwood. 
Leaving the body in the woods six 
miles north of Bonne Terre, he 
said, he drove’ Hancock’s automo- 
bile to St. Louis where he sold it 
for $300. rn 

Hancock had been staying at the 
Autry home more than a month, 
Autry said, when his guest suggest- 
ed that they come to St. Louis, ob- 
tain a supply of counterfeit money 
from a source he professed to know 
and pass it in Oklahoma Autry 
agreed to accompany him to St. 
Louis and assented conditionally to 
the suggestion that he go to Okla- 
homa, They left late in the after- 
noon of Oct. 8, telling Mrs. Autry 
they were going to Memphis and 
Huntingdon, Tenn. 

Tells of Quarrel. 

During the ride, Autry said, Han- 
cock insisted that he make a defi- 
nite promise to go with him to Ok- 
lahoma and as they quarreled made 
disrespectful references about Aut- 
ry’s wife. Both had been drinking 
heavily. 

“We stopped in the neighborhood 
of Bonne Terre about midnight,” 
the confession stated, “and as we 
got out of the car, Truman kept 
making remarks about my wife. 
I got my gun and dropped it * 
my coat pocket. I told him he ha 
said enough about my wife and 
that he could not make slighting 
remarks about her to me.” 

Hancock ignored the warning, 
Autry said, and continued the in- 
sults. 

“That was too much for me to 
bear,” he continued. “I drew my 
gun out of my pocket. Truman 
looked like he was going to rush 
at me, but when he saw the gun 
he started to turn and I fired and 
he fell.” 

Hancock was shot behind the left 
ear. 

Threw Away Revolver. 

Autry returned to the automobile 
and drove toward St. Louis, throw- 
ing out his revolver and another 
left in the automobile by Hancock 
after he had gone a short distance, 
he told patrolmen. He accompa- 
nied them yesterday as they 
searched for the weapons. 

Learning that Hancock had been 
iving at the Autry home, State 
\highway patrolmen questioned him 
and his wife. Autry said he had 
left Hancock at Memphis after 
making business calls there. The 
persons on whom he said _ they 
called told investigators they had 
not seen either of the men. Under 
persistent questioning, after being 
confronted with those statements, 
Autry confessed. 

Autry is 42 years old. Hancock 
was 38.

UF SHORT SELLING 
UN STOCK MARKET 


Twentieth Century Fund, 
Independent Agency, to 
Make Investigation at Re- 
quest of Exchange. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—In an ef- 
fort to learn whether the current 
stock market slump was deliberate- 
ly manipulated, an investigation 
will be undertaken at the request 
of the Stock Exchange by the Twen- 
tieth Century Fund—an independ- 
ent, endowed foundation which has 
been active in the field of social 
and economic study. 

The investigation will run most 
of the winter, with perhaps 30 ex- 
pert auditors looking into the rec- 
ords of short sales and what effect 
these bear operations have on fall- 
ing prices. 

The results will be published, the 
fund announced, “no matter what 
they may be.” 

The most active stock issues, both 
on the rising and the falling mar- 
ket, will be studied. The investiga- 
tors will find out who sold what, 
how much, when, and how much 
profit was made. Any hints, dug 
up in this way, that speculators 
forced the market down will be fol- 
lowed through. 

Acceptance Sent to Exchange. 

The exchange’s request for the in- 
vestigation, transmitted to the fund 
by letter on Oct. 28, was the first 
such request the exchange ever 
made to an outside, independent 
agency. The request covered only 
“the effects of short selling.” The 
fund’s acceptance, transmitted by 
letter today to Charles R. Gay, pres- 
ident of the exchange, was on the 
same basis. 

Short selling, or bear trading, is 
the practice of selling stocks—be- 
fore one actually owns them—on 
the chance that the price will fall. 

Short sellers defend the practice 
on the ground that it balances the 
market against margin _ traders, 
speculators who buy on the chance 
that prices will rise. Opponents of 
short selling blame it for market 
slumps. 


Rumors of short manipulations 
fn the current market make the | 


fund’s investigation “both impor- 
tant and timely,” Evans Clark, di- 
rector of the Twentieth Century 
Fund, said in the letter to Gay. 

The letter said a “final and com- 
plete” study of all short transac- 
tions would be impossible because 
of the immense scope of the task, 
so the scientific sampling method 
would be adopted. 

The letter rejected an exchange 
offer of financial aid in the inves- 
tigation, explaining: “It is the 
fund’s policy to meet expenses of 
such studies exclusively from its 
own funds.” 


Exchange to Assemble Records. 

Assembling of the records on 
which the inquiry will be based was 
left, however, to the exchange. In 
these records is a great mass of 
confidential data to which the fund 
will have access with only one re- 
striction: No names of individuals 
will be published py the fund. 

The committee of economists and 
business leaders who will direct 
the investigation is now being 
chosen, and the actual digging in- 
to the records will start soon. 

The stock market is not new to 
investigations by the Twentieth 
Century Fund. In 1933, before the 
Security and Exchange Commis- 
sion was established, a study was 
made of trading in general. Sev- 
eral proposals made by the fund 
then have since been carried out 
by the SEC. Among these were 
the margin requirements on both 
long and short selling.

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WAY OPEN 10 GLEAN UP 
NEW YORK CITY BAR 


Disbarring of Davis, Dutch 
Schultz’s Attorney, Salutary, 
Lawyers Say. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. . 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.— Officers 
of the Association of the Bar of 
the City of New York predicted 
today that a salutary cleaning out 
of practicing lawyers who have 
been connected with rackets would 
result from the decision of the ap- 
pellate division disbarring J. Rich- 
ard (Dixie) Davis, attorney for 
and associate of the late Dutch 
Schultz in the policy racket, and 
now a fugitive from justice. 

The Bar Association on the 
strength of the precedent estab- 
lished by the decision, will be in 
a position to carry through disbar- 
ment proceedings and work in 
closer alliance with such racket in- 
vestigations as those made by 
Thomas E. Dewey, special pros- 
ecutor, now District Attorney-elect 
of New York County, it was said. 

The appelate division, in a unan- 
imous opinion Friday, held that 
“when the conduct and actions of 
an attorney over a period of years 
clearly show that his purpose and 
intention was to aid and guide a 
combination 6f persons engaged in 
crime, he becomes, in effect, a 
member of the criminal organiza- 
tion and forfeits his right to mem- 
bership in an honorable profession. 

Opens the Way. 

The precedent was said to be of 
national importance, since Penn- 
sylvania is the only other State in 
which a similar opinion ever has 
been given by the higher courts. 

“The decision means that where- 
ever a similar situation is shown 
to exist by the Dewey racket in- 
vestigation or similar investiga- 
tions, the association of the bar 
will be able to step in and take 
disbarment proceedings,” George 
W. Alger, vice-president of the as- 
sociation and a member of the 
grievance committee _ said. “Tt 
ought to result in a general clear- 
ing up, not only of lawyers who 
have been associated with rackets, 
but of those who have been rep- 
resenting people engaged in semi- 
criminal activities, ones which 
have a partly civilized appearance 
but are engaged in racketeering. 

“The people involved are the 
dregs of the profession, but the 
grievance committee has felt that 
the problem is a serious one. We 
are in a position to act.” 

Disbarment of Davis. 

The disbarment proceedings 
against Davis were conducted on 
behalf of the bar association by 
Irving Ben Cooper with the assist- 
ance of Irving Brawer and Abra- 
ham M. Block. In deciding that 
Davis should be disbarred, the ap- 
pellate division denied the recom- 
mendation of John F. Cohalan, Su- 
preme Court referee, who had 
held, after hearings which lasted 
for seven weeks in 1936, that the 
evidence was not sufficient to war- 
rant disbarment. Davis was in- 
dicted by an extraordinary grand 
jury, July 15, as one of the brains 
of the policy racket, and is a fugi- 
tive for whom a reward of $5000 
has been offered. 

Henry L. Stimson, president of 
the association of the bar and 
former Secretary of State, said that 
the decision had put an effective 
weapon in the hands of the griev- 
ance committee. 

“We are greatly interested inthe 
campaign against racketeers,” he 
said, “and the association has been 
a pioneer in bringing about the 
Dewey investigation. The griev- 
ance committee is our oldest and 
most effective committee. It is 
in a position now to become a real 
terror:to evil-doers within the pro- 
fession.”

This was the most serious irreg- 
ularity encountered in the various 
boroughs as the count progressed 
through its fourth day. In all, sev- 
en canvassers were dismissed today, 
ahd it was announced that on Mon- 
day morning at least 20 in Brook- 


lyn would be discharged for inef- 


ficiency. 


David B. Costuma, Commissioner | * % 
of Elections, who ordered the four |} % 
canvassers discharged in the Bronx, | 


described the tampering with the 
ballots as an election fraud and 
said that the case would be turned 
over to the Attorney-General. He 
also said there would be a Board of 
Elections hearing on the matter 
Monday. 

The discovery that evils which 
existed before the advent of the 
voting machine had been revived in 
the P. R. count was made during 
the morning and the impounding of 
the 139 ballots involved was or- 
dered. 

Commissioner Costuma after in- 
specting some of the ballots said 
to Sidney Sugarman, Democrat; 
and Samuel J. Joseph, Republican, 
the directors of the count in the 
Bronx: “It is conspicuous and ap- 
parent that there has been cheat- 
ing here.

FORMER TREASUR 
AD CONDEMNS 
SPENONG POI 


T. Jefferson Coolidge Urges 
Repeal of Undivided 
Profits Tax at Investment 
Barkers’ Meeting. 


By the Associated Press. 

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Nov. 6—The Investment 
Bankers Association of America 
today heard a former New Deal 
Treasury official condemn admin- 
istration spending policies as “de- 


structive of self-government and 
contrary to the welfare and happi- 
ness of the people,” and adopted 
a resolution attributing the recent 
stock market slump in part to Fed- 
eral tax laws. 

In his first public address since 
he resigned as Undersecretary of 
the Treasury in January, 1936, 
Thomas Jefferson Coolidge assert- 
ed that the apportioning of huge 
Government funds by a “Washing- 
ton bureaucracy” was causing a 
'“centralization of power in remote 
government” which was “exactly 
what our ancestors tried to prevent 
through the Constitution.” 

Would Turn It Back. to States. 

Coolidge, a Boston banker, urged 
“that the Federal Government at 
once give up the direction of all 
this varied welfare work having to 
do with the individual, and turn 
the full responsibility back to the 
states and local governments.” 

He said it could be done “with- 
out financial difficulties” and eug- 
gested that the Federal Govern- 
ment apportion certain of its rev- 
enues among the states on a popu- 
lation or similar basis. 

Coolidge also urged repeal of the 
undivided profits tax, and at least 
sharp modification of the tax on 
capital gains. He said lower rates 
on high profits rather than the 
present schedules would produce 
greater revenues. 

“Unreasonably high rates always 
diminish receipts and force uneco- 
nomic use of funds,” he said, “and 
where there is doubt it is safer to 
err on the low side.” 

He suggested the Federal Govern- 
ment restrict its welfare activities 
to the function of tax collecting. 
The alcoholic beverages, tobacco, 
Excise and Social Security taxes, he 


explained, would net revenue of 


some $2,500,000,000 annually and 
could be more efficiently collected 
by the Federal Government than 
by local units. If these taxes were 
apportioned among the states on 
a population or other agreed basis, 
he thought they could then readily 
meet their welfare requirements. 
He pointed out that centralized tax

At that late stage, Army’s demon 
ball-hawk, John Ryan, a quarter- 
back replacement, recovered his 
second Harvard fumble in as many 
minutes on the Crimson’s 30. 

Then, for the first time, the Ca- 
dets’ attack clicked. They ran and 
passed to within a foot of the goal 
line and Ryan plunged through cen- 
ter to tie the score. The same sol- 
dier, from Cherokee, Ia., also 
place-kicked the Army’s seventh 
and winning point. 

It was a heart-breaker for Har- 
vard to lose after gaining its only 
major victory under Coach Dick 
Harlow at Princeton last week. It 
outrushed Army, 13 first downs to 
5, and 194 yards to 63. 

The Crimson’s makeshift lineup 
scored on the twelfth play of the 
game when Austie Harding drove 
over from the Cadets’ five-yard line 
to climax a stirring 62-yard drive. 


_The momentum of the spuft was

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 6.— The 
Spartans of Michigan State, vi- 
ciously rebuffed for three quarters, 
arose in the final period today to 
smite Temple University’s hitherto 
unbeaten forces for two _ touch- 
downs and a 13-to-§6 triumph that 
toppled the Owls off their unbeaten 
perch. 

About 17,000 fans watched in 
Temple Stadium as the invaders 
turned a blocked kick and such an- 
cient bits of trickery as a fake 
kick and the end around play into 
scores that nullified the Owls’ sec- 
ond period touchdown. 

It was the second time in three 
years the Spartans have spoiled 
the record of an unbeaten Temple 
team. They turned the same trick 
in 1935. 

Temple had a 6-0 lead as the 
fourth period opened. A moment 
later the Owls were battling des- 
perately for a tie for Gelge Pearson, 
State tackle, had blocked John Kov- 
acevich’s kick on the eight-yard 
line and Tom McHannock fell on the 
ball over the goal line for the score. 
Les Bruckner’s kick was off and 
the Staters had a tie at least. 


The Owls held another State at- 
tack and then kicked again to the 
invaders’ 29-yard line. In six plays 
the Spartans drove down field. A 
fake kick with Ed Pearce taking 
the ball brought the leather to the 
Temple 3l-yard line. Ole Nelson 
came around from left end, took 
the ball from Johnny Pingel on a 
shovel pass and dashed 25 yards 
for the score. 

That won the game. Bruckner’s 
successful kick didn’t matter for 
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made it possible for the reserve to 
say his piece, the shifty Denny 
Cochran had cut through the Tiger 
line for a touchdown, Johnny Har- 
tle was rushed in to convert the 
extra point and he did it with a 
place kick to make the score 7 to 0. 
Christensen Goes Over. 

With only two minutes of the 
first quarter remaining, Les Pieper 
of the Tigers recovered a Billiken 
fumble on the Missouri 42-yard line 
and the Tigers then made their only 
productive drive of the afternoon. 
Harry Mason found a wagon gate 
in the line on a reverse play and 
was out in the clear, headed for the 
goal, before the Billikens knew 
what was happening. The fleet- 
footed Totsch finally took off after 
Mason and drove him out of bounds 
with a diving tackle a yard from 
the end zone. Jim Christensen, 
however, quickly added a yard to 
Mason’s 57-yard romp and when 
Pieper _ place-kicked the _ extra 
point, the score was tied at 7-7. 

Through the second quarter the 
Tigers, fighting hard to salvage 
something out of a season that has 
not been any too sweet, threatened 
several times, but there was no 
definition to their attack. Nor was 
it smartly directed and always the 
Billikens had enough to stop the 
Missouri charges before their goal 
was seriously threatened. 

Billiken Score Nullified. 

The gridiron goddess was fickle 
in the third period and first one 
and then the other machine threat- 
ened, only to have a fumble, an in- 
tercepted pass or a penalty break 
up an advance. It was in this quar- 
ter that the Billikens seemed to 
have a touchdown, by virtue of il-

A crowd of 47,056 watched the 
inspired Hoosiers turn back two 
Buckeye threats in the shadow of 
the goal posts in the opening min- 
utes and then go on to win a vic- 
tory as startling as it was impres- 
sive. 

Miller, who played a great de- 
fensive game, stepped back‘ to the 
2i-yard mark in the second period 
as an Indiana thrust, Was halted 
on the 12, and calmly place-kicked 


‘a field goal for three points. 


Pass From Filchock. 

Quarterback Frank Filchock fad- 
ed back in the next period, follow- 

a long drive down the field, 
and fired a 12-yard pass to Petrick 
who lunged over the goal from the 
four-yard line. 

Ohio, after exploding for a 74- 
yard gain on the first two plays, | 
was halted on the one-yard line by 
the stalwart Hoosier forwards. A 
few minutes later Ohio was. back

Davis Plays Fine Game.

‘The victory was Indiana's first 
over Ohio since 1924 and the de- 
feat was Ohio's third in Big Ten 
play in four years, Illinois beat- 
ing the Bucks in 1934 and North- 
western in 1936. - 

Indiana threatened Ohio con- 
tinually with passes, completing 
five of eight tosses for 77 yards. 
Ohio used up practically the entire 
fourth period in a futile passing 
attack, making good only seven of 
27 aerials for a total gain of 84 
yards. Indiana intercepted three 
Buck tosses. | 

Threats Halted. , 

On the ground, Ohio gained 15 
yards by rushing to 122 for the 
Hoosiers, but when in touchdown 
territory the Bucks were helpless. 

Each team registered 10 first 
downs, the Bucks getting eight by 
rushing and two on passes »while 
the Hoosiers got. seven by rushing, 
two through the air and one on a 
penalty. 

Fullback Johnny Rabb, Ohio’s of- 
fensive star, went out of the game 
in the second period with a dis- 
located knee, and probably will 
be lost for the remainder of the 
season. 

The Indiana “Iron Men” went 
through the game with but eight

INDIANA BEATS OHIO STATE, 10-0; MICHIGAN WINS, 
A Blocked Kick Helps Bills, a Fumble Aids Tigers 


CHICAGO, WITH 
2-TOUCHDOWN 
LEAD, LOSES IN 
FOURTH PERIOD

ANN ARBOR, Mich., Nov. 6. — 
Michigan’s Wolverines rallied dra- 
matically in the final four minutes 
of play today to score two touch- 
downs and defeat an inspired Uni- 
versity of Chicago football team, 
13 to 12. It was Michigan’s third 
successive Western Conference vic- 
tory, all by one-point margins. 

Stark Ritchie, senior halfback, 
snatched the Wolverine fortunes 
from the brink of a humiliating de- 
feat. On the first play after he 
entered the game, he swept his left 
end for 41 yards and a touchdown. 
With the 25,000 spectators still on 
their feet, he climaxed the fiction 
finish by plunging thtee yards for 
the second touchdown with only 
seconds to play. 

Kicks Winning Point. 

Danny Smick’s toe provided the 
one-point victory margin after the 


first touchdown. 
For three periods, the Maroons 


‘demoralized the Wolverines with a 


daring and unorthodox brand of 
football that netted ~atwo touch- 
downs. . Twice they faked punts 
and ran with the ball on fourth 
down in their own territory. 

On the second gamble, Capt. Bob 
Fitzgerald advanced the ball from 
the Chicago 39 to the Michigan 46. 
A few plays later, Bobs Wasem 
took/ a pass from Sollie Sherman 
on the Michigan 27 and crossed the 
goal line for the second Maroon 
touchdown. Eddie Valorz’ conver- 
sion placekick was low.

Ritchie plunged for two 
yards; Hercules Renda picked up 
one and then Ritchie plowed 
through for the touchdown. Smick’s 
conversion kick was nullified by a 
15-yard penalty on Michigan for 
holding and his second attempt 
from the 18 failed. 

Michigan outgained Chicago 179 
to 69 yards and made nine first 
downs to seven, but the Maroons 
completed six forward passes for 
90 yards while Michigan made only 
two passes good for 17 yards.

These are 
Washington, Davies, Caldwell, Mer- 
cer, Christian, Hickory, Stone and 
Saline.

FEW things to remember in 
A trapping is that if you are go- 

ing to be a shipper of furs and 
to deal in them, it is necessary to 
have a fur-dealers’ and shippers’ 
license. Fur pelts taken in a dry 
condition may be shipped during 
the 10 days following the open sea- 
son, ending Jan. 25, but pelts taken 
in “green” or undry condition may 
only be shipped, possessed or sold, 
during the ‘period of Nov. 15 to 
Jan. 15. 

All fur buyers, whether they op- 
erate on a large scale or merely 
buy from their neighbors, must 
possess a fur buyers’ license, which 
sells for $5. Fur permits were is- 
sued in 1936 to 1633 dealers and 
shippers. Revenue derived from the 
sale of licenses is placed in the 
conservation fund. 

Trappers are also required to 
have a hunting license. Licenses 
are required for trapping or hunt- 
ing with or without a gun, protect- 
ed or unpretected game, including 
rabbits. Hunting licenses are also 
required to ship fur pelts or trans- 
port them, including by parcel post, 
no matter where caught. 

Shippers to points outside the 
State should keep in mind the 
amended provisions of the Lacey 
Act, regulating interstate commerce 
in animals and wild birds which re- 
quire that all. packages or contain- 
ers “shall be plainly and clearly 
marked or labeled on the outside 
thereof with the name and address 
of the shipper as well as of the 
| consignee and with an accurate 
statement showing the number and 
kind of contents thereof.”

Per Cent Gain Over 1936

est in residential building in the 
monthly summary of St. Louis-East 
St. Louis construction, prepared by 
the Dodge reports division of F. 
W. Dodge Corporation. 

“During January through Septem- 
ber, the volume of residential con- 
tracts in St. Louis-East St. Louis 
was far ahead of the contracts 
awarded in the same months of 
last year.” This was pointed out 
by C. S. Bennett, manager of the 
Dodge Corporation’s St. Louis of- 
fice. “At the same time,” he con- 
tinues, “the local gain was greater 
than the average recorded for most 
of the country.” 

At the close of September, in the 
St. Louis-East St. Louis area, the 
current total for the year in the 
residential classification was $17,- 
762,200. Of that amount September 
accounted for $1,793,200. The cur- 
rent total] includes a gain of 17 per 
cent over the 1936 nine months’ to- 
tal, $15,165,100, of which $1,410,500 
were awarded in September. 

Privately financed work here has 
a firm lead over the work to be 
covered by public funds. In line 
with the average drop of 18 per cent 
in the 37 states, local public con- 
struction shows a marked decrease, 

On Sept. 30, the year’s private 
work total was $30,004,500, a rise of 
38 per cent over the corrseponding 
1936 total, $21,717,200. 

Public construction contracts 
awarded during the nine months 
amounted to $11,762,100. This is 
far below the 1936 figure, $12,800,- 
600 


Non-residential work, during the 
nine months, was 23 per cent over 
that recorded for those months of 
1936, with a total of $12,681,400. Last 
year this amounted to $10,321,400. 

Total construction in the St. 
Louis-East St. Louis metropolitan 
area, which includes St. Clair and 
Madison Counties, Illinois, was 
ahead of the 1936 nine months’ pe- 
riod with a gain of 18 per cent. In 
a grouping of all construction ac- 
tivity, private and public, the Sept. 
30 level was $40,766,600. In 1936 it 
was $34,517,800. 

Mr. Bennett concludes with the 
comment that “the St. Louis-East 
St. Louis construction activities con- 
sidered in the summary are based 
on actual contracts awarded. An- 
other large potential volume _re- 
mains within a grouping of all con- 
templated projects.”

: Criticism of Legislation. 

The Walsh-Healy Act was 
blamed by Swanson for part of the 
delay he said there had been in the 
Navy’s efforts to build the fleet up 
to the strength permitted by now- 
dead treaties, as directed by Con- 


gress. -: 

That legislation, which became ef- 
fective last year, requires bidders 

on. Government contracts to con- 
form to wage and hour standards 
set by the Government. It was a 
measure to which the administra- 
tion turned after the codes of NRA 
were outlawed by the Supreme 
Court. 

“Due to various causes, many of 
them beyond the control of the 
Navy Department, completion of 
new ships building by both private 
contractors and Navy yards has 
continued to be handicapped and 
delayed,” Swanson reported to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

The Walsh-Healy Act, he said, in- 
creased costs and caused difficul- 
ties in obtaining adequate bids, par- 
ticularly on steel. 

Navy’s Apprehension. 

“The Navy Department is defi- 
nitely apprehensive regarding the 
results to our national defense of 
the increasing amount of restrictive 
legislation dealing with the procure- 
ment of material and execution of 
contracts for naval work,’ Swan- 
gon said. 

“The department is in favor of 
efforts to prevent collusive bidding, 
to prevent excessive profits at the 
expense of the taxpayer, and to pre- 
vent sweatshop methods and exploi- 
tation of labor. 

“The utmost care should, how- 
ever, be exercised to insure that 
attempts to accomplish such desir- 
able ends do not result in such in- 
ordinate delays, limited competition 
and high prices as not only will de- 
feat the purpose of such laws, but 
will also result in delaying the Navy 
in reaching that strength, efficien- 
cy and up-to-dateness which this 
country has the right to expect and 
demand.” 

38 New Ships in Year. 

The Navy, headed toward the 
1942 goal of a fleet at the full 
strength permitted by the lapsed 
1930 London treaty, put 38 new 
cruisers, destroyers and other war- 
ships in commission in the last fis- 
cal year, Swanson reported. It re- 
tired 30 obsolete vessels. 

The goal was set by Congress in 
the 1934 Vinson-Trammel Act. Swan- 
son said the fleet remained consid- 
erably below treaty strength in de- 
stroyers and submarines. 

Altogether during the year the 


actual sea power, Navy Department 
data indicated, the United States 
is lagging behind Great Britain, 
although well ahead of Japan. 

Reporting 71 war vessels were 
under construction on July 1, the 
Secretary stréssed “the importance 
of continuing an orderly program 
of needed additions and replace- 
ments from year to year without 
lapses,” as a measure of economy 
as well as defense. 

The four auxiliary vessels fot 
which he urged funds were author- 
ized this year by Congress, which 
provided for actual construction, 
however, of only two. Bids on 
these two are to be opened Dec. 1. 
The aggregate cost of the six was 
limited to $50,000,000. 

Contracts for Blimps Soon. 

Swanson said contracts would be 
placed “at an early date” on two 
new blimps, for which funds were 
provided this year. The Navy on 
June 30 had 927 service and 195 
obsolescent aircraft on hand and 
820 new aircraft on order. This 
represents an increase of 216 planes 
over the total on hand and on order 
within a year. 

Detailing Navy needs likely to be 
reflected in the Navy’s budget esti- 
mates and other legislation to be 
given Congress in January, Swan- 
son said an “obvious deficiency” 
existed in officer personnel, He 
estimated 7941 line officers would 
be needed to man the peace-time 
treaty navy now nearly completed 
and reported only 6341 were in ser- 
vice. He urged approval of legisla- 
tion to retain the active services of 
officers who under existing law are 
forced to retire on failure to ad- 
vance. 

Need for Enlisted Men. 

The Secretary said additional en- 
listed men would be required for 
the new vessels being built. Con- 
gress provided for 102,500 sailors 
this year. sn 

Increased funds and facilities are 
needed for training more reserve 
personnel afloat and ashore, he 
said. 

Swanson reported it was “essen- 
tial” that the Marine Corps have 
an orderly increase in personnel 
from the present strength of 16,500. 

Special legislation would be re- 
quired to improve existing vessels, 
and he urged approval of bills 
already introduced to this end. 

Repeating requests of previous 
years for increased pay for the 
Navy, Swanson said that, in the 
face of an 80 per cent increase 
in living costs since 1908, the pay 
of officers had risen only 10 per 
cent in that period and that of en- 
listed men 35 per cent. 

“Inadequate pay is occasioning 
discomfort and hardship to naval 
personnel of all ranks but partic- 
ularly to the younger officers and 
enlisted men, he said.”

Chrysler’s “floating ride® was not 
achieved by accident, but has been 
perfected through years of pains- 
taking research by Chrysler en- 
gineers. 

The first requisites for a “float- 
ing ride” were the patented Chrys- 
ler floating power engine mount- 
ings, first introduced in 1931. These 
rubber mountings arrest the prog- 
ress of vibration from the engine 
to the frame and body and cushion 


the powerplant from the rest of the 
car. 

The second requisite is balanced 
weight distribution. Chrysler en- 
gineers discovered years ago that 
the best way to produce a more re- 
laxing ride was to move the engine 
forward and likewise move the 
front and rear seats forward. This 
resulted in a more equal distribu- 
tion of weight on the springs and 
made it possible for passengers in 
both front and rear seats to ride 
in the “cradled area” between the 
axles. 

The third requisite is the free 
action provided for the front wheels 
by Chrysler’s independent front- 
wheel springing. Each front wheel 
is attached to sturdy supports, 
which are connected at each end 
by threaded bushings to two V- 
shaped control arms. These arms 
are mounted to the frame, so that 
the whole linkage is free to move 
up and down. At the same time 
they maintain wheel alignment and 
steering geometry. Extremely flex- 
ible coil springs can be used be- 
cause they have no other function 
than that of cushioning the car. 

Metal-covered, tapered-leaf rear 
springs of Amola steel combine ten- 
sile strength with high elasticity. 
This material permits the use of 
very flexible springs without im- 
pairing long life.

On Question of 
State Medicine 


Authorities Safeguard Health 
of Livestock, Why Not of 


Citizens?” 


By Elsie Robinson 


F YOU have a sick cow in your 
[hers a blight in your orchard or 

an invasion of strange insects, 
the county inspector will drop 
around, look things over, give you 
free advice. For the State realized 
long ago that sick animals and 
plants are a menace, not only to 
the individual owner, but to lives 
and livestock everywhere. 

In fact, the State doesn’t wait 
for sickness to develop in your 
farmyards or fields. Experts wait 
at the State line, at all harbors, to 
investigate incoming plants and an- 
imals . . to safeguard public 
health and property against peril. 

But suppose you have a child, 


sick or well—does the State safe- 


guard that child’s health? Does it 
examine the mother’s condition be- 
fore the child is born? Periodically 
investigate the surroundings in 
which that child is reared? Test 
the food it eats? Hasten to its side 
if it be taken ill? 

Ah, that’s a different story. 

But why is it a different story? 
Is not a child infinitely more pre- 
cious to the State than a guinea pig 
or heifer, a peach tree or a field of 
corn? 

Is not a sick father or mother in- 
finitely more expensive, in heart- 
break as well as hard cash, than a 
sick hog? 

And if it is the duty of the State 
to safeguard the health of its live- 
stock, has it not an incomparably 
greater responsibility for the health 
of its individual citizens? 

—-0-o-— 

MILLIONS OF Americans are 
asking these questions. They are 
asking them because human health 
has become so valuable and so ex- 
pensive, in these hard-driven days, 
that the average pocketbook is un- 
able to provide the wherewithal for 
its upkeep. “Old Doc,” of sainted 
memory, can no longer cope with 
the situation. His methods are as 
antiquated—in the face of scientific 
discovery—as the hand Plow or 
spinning wheel. A tremendous out- 


lay is needed to keep America well. 
Who's going to provide that outlay? 


In a recent debate at Purdue 


University, two famous physicians 


debated this question of State Med- 
icine . . . Drs. Morris Fishbein and 
Speaking in fa- 
vor of such service, Dr. Saul laid 
all complicated, scientific 
mumbo-jumbo .. got down to 
brass tacks . . . made statements 
as inescapable as these: 

“It is evident that only the very 


wealthy and the very poor receive 


good medical service, nor is it al- 


‘ways available to the poor unless 


they are actually destitute. 

“In industry, matters are worse. 
Careful dental work is obtainable 
only by the wealthy . . . In Phil- 
adelphia alone, according to Dr. 
Walter Cornell of the Philadelphia 
public schools, there are 17,000 
school children losing their perma- 
nent molar teeth for lack of dental 
care. Again, a study of maternal 
deaths by the Philadelphia County 
Medical Society for 1933 showed 
tht more than 40 per cent of such 
deaths were preventable.

“NO NATION, no state, no fam- 
ily can function at anywhere near 
maximum efficiency without health. 
We, as a nation, have demanded 
and received good roads, mail serv- | 
ice, fire and police protection and | 
a public educational system which, | 
as you know, was fought just as| 
bitterly as the die-hards and reac-| 
tionaries of organized medicine are 
fighting now to keep you from hav- 
ing a public medical service. 

“What then is the objection to 
have public medical service which 
will give to all the people adequate 
medical care? 

“Yes,” you may say, “that sounds 
convincing—but think of the taxes. 
We've got more now than we can

Taxes—that’s a formidable word. 
But compare the cost of one spell 
of flu in the family . one ab-

ODAY’S advice is for all wom- 

an-kind, from 20 years old up- 

ward. It’s preventive for those 
lucky young things from 20 to 30 
whose facial muscles still are firm 
and resilient. It’s to help those of 
us over 30 whose faces have begun 
to show character lines, or whose 
facial muscles are somewhat re- 
laxed. 

There’s a noted beauty authority 
in New York who advises her 
clients to take a tip from Father 
at his morning shaving. She says 
that those grimaces and face-twist- 
ings he makes while wielding the 
razor exercise his facial muscles, 
keep them elastic, firm long past 
their prime. 

In other words, she instructs her 
beauty seekers—old and young—to 
copy the menfolk in this regard: to 
ape those upward face and throat 
grimacings. Try them. Can't you 
feel the pull? Try them for five 
minutes. Then rest. After a few 
days at doing it you'll feel a freer 
flow of blood to,face and neck. You 
should be becothingly flushed. 

It’s really sensible, I think. And, 
in a way, it puts to rout the old- 
time saw that animation takes un- 
due toll in wrinkles. 

But now to special facial contour 
problems— 

Take the neck first. It ages more 
rapidly than the face, for this rea- 
son: the oil glands—those wells of 
youth, keepers of resiliency—are 
less numerous in the throat. Less 
active too. They need attention to 
stimulate their flow. Circulation 
creams, tonic astringents, rich 
throat creams help. The touch upon 
the throat in massage should be 
firm, clinging, molding. The throat 
should be carefully looked after 
each day as is the face. 

But—is your neck flabby? If it 
is, do this: after having cleansed 
face and throat with soap and wa- 
ter or cleansing cream, or both, 
apply a stimulation cream or lotion 
to the throat (using an upward 
movement). Follow with squares of 
cotton wet with astringent lotion. 
Next, slap the under part of the 
chin lightly with the back of the 
hands. Smack it freely but smartly 
until the astringent is completely 
dry. This sharp slapping will as- 
sist in firming the relaxed muscles. 

Now place a rich tissue or special 
neck cream upon the hands and 
smooth upward on each side of the 
neck. Mold the cream in gently, 
firmly, until the greater part has 
been absorbed. Smooth any surplus 
towards the back and with both 
hands mold the cream in towards 
the hairline. The treatment should

OT long ago, a young thing, 
N furnishing her first apartment, 

came to me and said—in fact, 
almost wailed, “Do I have to have 
Eighteenth Century English furni- 
ture{ I know it’s very lovely, that 
practically everyone is having it, 
and that it will be good for the 
rest of my life. But I’m so tired 
of people saying that I must have 
a Sheraton couch, or a Chippendale 
table or a Heppelwhite dining room. 
Didn’t anyone but those three guys 
ever make any good furniture?” 

There, there, dear, and all the 
other dears that have been battling 
the same problem. Of course you 
can have something besides Eigh- 
teenth Century English in your 
home. There is no doubt that all 
the facts stated are true—this pe- 
riod was a very rich one in furni- 
ture design and most of the pieces 
from these master craftsmen are 
fine in line and detail, but there 
are many other good and livable 
styles being shown today that have 
lasting qualities. So look around 
and see some of the other styles 
before deciding definitely what 
suits you best.

IT IS TRUE that if you are the 
type that has a hankering after ele- 
gance in the way of satiny fabrics, 
plum and royal purple tones, and 
elaborate draperies, this might be 
the ideal period style for you.

One person, usually the 11- 
year-old daughter of the house, 
Adeline, manned the apple-peeler, a 
machine that remains unchanged 
since grandmother's day. 

The peeling and coring done, Bain 
brought the kettle out—the real Mc- 
Coy in the way of apple-butter ket- 
tles, soot-blackened on the outside, 
but shining with a true copper 
gleam inside. The kettle was first 
cleaned thoroughly with a salt and 
vinegar solution, then set in a crane 
over the wood fire, while cider, four 
gallons of it, was poured in, and 
left to boil down about a third.

and has an unexpectedly low 

| melting point, not much higher 
than that of butter. This makes 
it very easy to use in sauces and 
rarebits, it blends so perfectly 
and there is no danger of string- 
ing.

Tables 
were set out around the fire, and a 
big silver pitcher of cider, flanked 
by dozens of tin cups and big 
boxes of gingersnaps, were placed 
on one of these, in preparation for 
the afternoon crowd. 


And a crowd it soon was. The 
hum over the orchard was like that 
from a giant swarm of bees, as the 
guests—university professors, deans, 
instructors and their wives, farmers 
and their wives, the local army 
crowd, some “town folk” from Co- 
lumbia, the “city people,” a lone 
Congressman, and a college presi- 
dent—argued over the relative mer- 
its of various seasonings, and took 
their turn at the paddle.

Ten cups apple pulp. 

Five and one-half cups granu- 
lated sugar. 

One tablespoon ground cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon ground cloves. 

One teaspoon ground allspice. 

Yield: Five pints. 

Wash, quarter and cook eight 
pounds apples, without peeling, in 
two cups water, simmering slowly 
until tender-and soft. Sieve. To 
10 cups pulp add the sugar and 
spices, and simmer after mixed for 
one hour, partly covered, stirring 
frequently. Don’t forget the as- 
bestos mat. Pour into jars and 
seal. 

QUICK CIDER APPLE-BUTTER 

One gallon sweet cider. 

One-half teaspoon baking soda. 

One pound sugar. 

Two quarts quartered apples, 

One-half teaspoon cinnamen. 

Yield: Five pints. 

Boil cider down to one-third. 
Skim constantly while boiling, add 
soda and skim again. When clear, 
add sugar, cook until soft, sieve and 
cook, stirring constantly, to mar- 
malade consistency. Add cinnamon, 
take from fire, and seal in pint 
jars.

Three and three-quarter bushels 
apples. 

Four gallons cider, boiled down. 

Six pounds sugar. 

Nine tablespoons cinnamor. 

Five tablespoons mace. 

Two tablespoons cloves. 

Yield: 10 gallons apple butter. 

After the cider has cooked down, 
the apples are added and the mix- 
ture is cooked, with constant stir- 
ring, for seven hours. Sugar and 
seasonings are added when the but- 
ter is fine and dark and the butter 
is practically done. 

By dividing the recipe, you can 
make a presentable apple-butter in 
your preserving kettle on the stove. 
Be sure to put an absestos mat 
under the kettle, however. This 
prevents scorching. 


Maple Syrup Muffins 


Ingredients: One egg, one-half 


/cup milk, one-half cup maple syrup, 


one-fourth cup melted butter, ‘two 
cups flour, four teaspoons baking 


fleur, one-half teaspoon salt, 

Sift flour and measure. Sift 
again with baking powder and 
salt. Beat egg until light. Blend 
in the milk and maple syrup and 
melted butter. Mix well. Stir flour 
mixture into liquid mixture, mix- 
ing just until ingredients are blend- 
ed and batter is smooth. Pour into 
well greased muffin pan (filling 
each cup two-thirds). Bake 20 
minutes in a hot oven. Makes 12 
medium-sized muffins.

E’VE seen a good many model 
homes in our day, some good,

changes in taste of the public are 
not always easy to explain, but that 
they do take place will be realized 
‘by anyone who will run his mind— 
if his mind can run that far——over 
the programs of the last 25 years. 

A statistical picture of these fluc- 
tuations in the United States has 
just been prepared by Dr. John H. 
Mueller and Dr. Kate Hevner of 
Indiana University for the guidance 
of the Music department of the 
Post-Dispatch. They have traced 
the history of 50 famous composers 
over 60 years of American concert 
history and the concerts of eight 
great symphony orchestras, includ- 
ing the St. Louis orchestra, have 
been tabulated for every year from 
their early beginnings to the year 
1936. 


—-0-0-— 

@ THE PLACE OF HONOR—both 
qualitatively and quantitatively—in 
the programs of all these orches- 
tras go, as one might have sup- 
posed, to the Germans. In 1875 the 
German composers — principally 
Bach, Beethoven, Brahms, Gluck, 
Handel, Liszt, Mendelssohn,: Schu- 
mann, Strauss, Wagner and Weber 
—contributed 50 per cent of our 
programs and now they contribute 
about 43 per cent. Next in line for 
the whole period are the Russians, 
Austrians and French. Next the 
Americans and after that the other 
mall musical nations, including 
the Scandinavian. 

“The proportion of French music 
fn the United States,” writes Doc- 
tors Mueller and Hevner, “is exact- 
ly the same for 1936 (11 per cent) 
as for 1875, although in the inter- 
vening 60 years there have been 
two sharp rises and falls. The 
first was from 1900 to 1905 with 
the music of D’Indy, Saint-Saens 
and. Berlioz, who were especially 
popular in New York where D’Indy 
appeared as conductor and soloist. 
The second rise occurred from 1915 
to 1920 and was the direct effect 
of the war. In St. Louis the reper- 
toire of French composers has al- 
ways been above the average and 
today it is the only orchestra 
where the French are on the rise.” 

—-0-Oo-— 

@THE ST. LOUIS average for 
French composers for the last sev- 
eral years is 16 per cent as com- 
pared with the general average of 
11 per cent. And the reason, of 
course, is the conductor. If all con- 
ductors could present the French 
composers with the same insight 
and sympathy as Golschmann no 
doubt they would be called upon 
to perform these works oftener. 

A heartening fact which one de- 
rives from these records is_ that 
the five composers who are given 
the top rank by 400 experts—that 
is, orchestral musicians—are gen- 
erally first in the affections of the 
general musical public. These are 
Beethoven, Brahms, Mozart, Wag-

THE ARTERIES of the feet, 
like the arteries of all other parts 
of the body, are under control of 
the vegetative nervous system. This 
system works while you sleep and 
entirely without your volition or 
control.

But some- 
times the mechanism gets mixed 
up, and impulses without any rec- 
ognizable or sensible cause go 
down to blood vessels. In one of 
these conditions, which was de- 
scribed by a physician named Ray- 
naud, and is therefore called “Ray- 
naud’s disease,” the skin on the 
toes, for no conceivable reason, at 
times gets white and.-cold and in- 
sensible. Attacks of this kind may 
follow each other at short intervals 
until they become practically con- 


tion of gangrene. The most curious 
feature of this disease is that it is 
symmetrical—both little toes, or 
both big toes, for instance, will be 
the seat of the change.

‘Mayerling’, French 
Film of Tragedy, 
To the Shady Oak 


HE famous Mayerling tragedy 
of 48 years ago, in which Arch- 
duke Rudolph of Austria and 
the young Baroness Marie Vetsera 


came to their deaths, is the subject 


of “Mayerling,” French film star- 


ring Charles Boyer and Daniele 
Darrieux, which opens at the Shady 
Oak Cinema in Clayton tomorrow 
night. The picture has the usual 
superimposed English translation. 

Relying on the Claude Anet 
novel, “Idyl’s End,” for his ma- 
terial, Joseph Kessel has written a 
film script in which he details the 
generally accepted story of the 
tragedy—that Rudolph killed him- 
self and the girl after his father, 
the Emperor Franz Joseph, had 
thwarted his attempts to get an 
annulment of his marriage to the 
Archduchess Stephanie. 

Rudolph is portrayed by Boyer as 
a disillusioned and sad friend of 
the common people and an enemy 
of the officials in the Austro-Hun- 
garian Government. He endures a 
marriage of state until he meets 
the Baroness, then falls deeply in 
love with her and the affair moves 
to the tragedy in the imperial 
hunting lodge at Mayerilng. On 
these same situations, Maxwell An- 
derson last season wrote his 
“Masque of Kings,” which was 
played by Henry Hull and Margo 
on Broadway. 

Explanations of the events pre- 
ceding the Mayerling tragedy have 
been rife ever since news of the 
tragedy leaked out. It was “first 
reported that Rudolph had died of 
apoplexy, then in a hunting acci- 
dent, and finally that he had com- 
mitted suicide because of a mental 


,derangement. 


In the supporting cast here are 
Vladimir Sokoloff, Suzy Prim, Jean 
Dax, Gabrielle Dorziat and other 
continental stars.

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Dramatic Merit in “They Wont Forget.

UESDAY and Thursday open- 
T ines. which struck the picture 
houses in the past week and 
which were reported on the suc- 
ceeding days, leave little of new 
report for Sunday and only a frac- 
tion of the runs for the public. 


Remaining only through tomor- 
row, is the one notable picture of 
the week, Mervyn LeRoy’s screen 
exploitation of Ward Greene’s novel, 
‘Death in the Deep South.” Here, 
at the Fox, is a grim but com- 
pelling study of the quality of jus- 
tice when prejudice runs high. 


No argument is necessary on the 
point of whether it is unfair to 
the South or whether it is repre- 
sentative of the South and LeRoy 
has not offered any apologies or 
exceptions. There was one particu- 
lar case like it in Georgia in 1915, 
the Leo M. Frank case, in which 
a man whose sentence had been 
commuted by the Governor was 
taken from a prison farm and 
lynched. Essentially those are the 
facts of “They Won't Forget.” 

A pretty student of a business 
college is found murdered in the 
basement of the building, Under 
suspicion are the Negro janitor, the 
head of the school and a young 
instructor. A_ district attorney, 
anxious to become Senator by what- 
ever means possible, builds up a 
case against the young instructor, 
The murder trial is a circus wit- 
nessed by a thousand hooting 
demons and the instructor ulti- 
mately is dragged off a train by 
a mob of them and slain, as he is 
on his way to prison. 

“They Won't Forget” does not 
arouse the emotions that “Fury” 
did. It is, on the contrary, a rather 
cold study of the elements of preju- 
dice and the uses of circumstantial 
evidence. It does not even insist 
on the innocence of the victim or 
identify the guilty man. The audi- 
ence is left to make as much of a 
guess on the facts a8 on any case 
it reads about in the newspapers. 

Yet nowhere is the picture neg- 
lectful of the realistic interpreta- 
tion and under LeRoy’s guidance, 
the film brings forth several sur- 
passing performances. Claude 
Rains as the District Attorney is 
a great villain; Allyn Joslyn, from 
Broadway, paces him closely as a 
newspaper reporter, and Clinton 
Rosemond gives fine existence to 
the Negro janitor. Edward Norris, 
the instructor in the cast, and 
Gloria Dickson, as his wife, demon- 


strate that “names” are not neces- 
sary for fine acting. 

For untroubled enjoyment, the 
Fox offers also “The Perfect Speci- 
men,” a comedy starring Erroll 
Flynn with Joan Blondell. Farcical 
enough to have good humor of its 
own, the story is padded with 
scenes for Hugh Herbert, Edward 
Everett Horton and Allen Jenkins 
that greatly heighten its merriment.

EPORTING again on what is

Fiscal Report for Last Year Issued; 
Student Enrollment Up 
12 Per Cent. 
By the Associated Press. 

URBANA, IIl., Nov. 6.—Comptrol- 
ler Lloyd Morey’s annual financial 
- Statement, released today, showed 
current expenses of the University 
of Illinois increased more than 5's 
per cent in the last year while in- 
come was only 4 per cent higher. 
Student enrollment was up 12 per 
cent. The figures covered the year 
ended June 30. 

Morey’s report listed income of 
$6,929,335 and expenses of $6,774,- 


983. The enrollment as of Nov. 1 
was 12,919. 

The university’s physical plant 
was inventoried at $30,703,991, an 
increase of $528,242. Library books 
valued at $2,700,000 were included 
in this item. 

State appropriations for purposes 
exclusive of plant additions totaled 
$4,276,683; Federal appropriations 
were $762,107; student fees amount- 
ed to $1,169,026, and net income 
from auxiliary enterprises, such as 
residence halls and student hospital, 
was $9600. 

The university spent $4,857,438 for 
instruction, departmental research, 
administration and plant operation, 
while organized research resulted 
in expenditure of $900,317. Libraries 
drew $302,282 and agricultural ex- 
tension $522,035.

So long as it stands it is labor’s Bill of 
Rights.

Wagner Act Interpreted. 


The Board has been called on so often to 
interpret the act that the layman already 
has difficulty in seeing the woods for the 
trees. It seems worthwhile, therefore, to re- 
view the principles enunciated. 

The Wagner Act guarantees the right to 
organize for collective bargaining without 
interference, restraint or coercion by em- 
ployers. The board has ruled that this pro- 
vision of the law may be violated—and the 
violating employers becomes guilty of unfair 
labor practice—by the use of professional 
labor spies or undercover men. 


Propaganda designed to poison the minds 
of workers against unions and to indicate 
the opposition of employers to such organiza- 
tions has also been held to be an unfair prac- 
tice. The board has especially singled out 
threats to move a plant or to go out of busi- 
ness altogether for condemnation. 

Another form of propaganda tabooed is 
that which seeks to convince an employe that 
unions and union organizers serve ulterior 
purposes and are not interested in the welfare 
of the workers—that they are run by rack- 
eteers and Reds. The employment of profes- 
sional union wreckers has also been outlawed. 
Sapping the strength of unions by solicit- 
ing employes to sign individual contracts has 
been forbidden, as has the blunt questioning 
of workers about their union affiliations, and 
the cancelation of seniority agreements which 
are the workers’ chief protection during sea- 
sonal slumps. 


Rights of Master and Men. 


The refusal of employers to deal-with rep- 
resentatives who are not in their employ, 
thereby discouraging affiliation with an out- 
side union, has been ruled against. 

The board has made it clear time and 
again that an employer has the freedom to 
hire and fire as caprice may move him, except 
that he may not discharge a worker for union 
activity. It has laid down a whole series of 
considerations to be followed where an em- 
ployer declares that a man has been dis- 
charged for inefficiency, but where this seems 
but a subterfuge to get rid of “‘a good union 
man.” 

It has ruled that the act’s words, “discrim- 
ination in regard to hire or tenure of em- 
ployment,’”’ include temporary lay-offs as 
well as outright discharges.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6. 

BSERVANCE of Armistice day, ap- 
(eroechine nineteenth anniversary of 

the World War’s end, will begin to- 
morrow. A Sabbath afternoon gathering 
at Arlington will attend exercises at the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier, conducted 
by patriotic societies. 

On Armistice day itself, Thursday, 
President Roosevelt will render the na- 
tion’s homage to America’s 80,000 war 
dead by laying a wreath on the same 
tomb in Arlington. On that day, too, in 
cities and towns throughout the United 
States, veterans and the youths of pres- 
ent-day military bodies will march, bands 
will play, speakers will eulogize the dead 
and, some from the viewpoint of pre- 
paredness, others in the phrases of pacif- 
ism, will talk of the future, its possible 
wars, its hoped-for peace. 

While the flags flutter and the spec- 
tators cheer, other parts of the world will 
be having savage reminders that war did 
not end with the termination of the con- 
flict which was expected to end it. 

On Chinese soil, more than 2,000,000 
men under arms, in what is, in all except 
formal declaration, a major war. In 
Spain, nearly 1,000,000 including great 
numbers of foreign and colonial troops, 
struggling for the control of a nation. 
Some observers would even point to a 
third field of war, in lately conquered 
Ethiopia, where Italy must still keep an 
army in readiness to quell forces still 
unsubdued. 

On the continent of Europe, four great

Powers are marshaling armies of un- 
exampled strength, for instant use if the 
point of conflict should be reached again, 
as it was in the late summer of 1914.

In voting unanimously to postpone a de- 
cision on former President Hoover’s demand 
that a mid-term convention or conference be 
convened to state the party’s stand on ques- 
tions of the day, the committee sided with 
congressional leaders, including Senator 
Borah of Idaho, Senator Townsend of Dela- 
ware, chairman of the Republican Senatorial 
Committee, and Representative Joseph E. 
Martin Jr., of Massachusetts, chairman of the 
Republican Congressional Committee, who 
declared that election of Republican members 
of Congress would be made more difficult if 
the candidates were expected to support a 
new party platform. 

The committee’s unanimous vote camou- 
flaged the struggle that has been going on 


behind the scenes since Hoover publicly ad- 


vocated the mid-term convention idea. It 
was a fight for the leadership of the party 
that polled 17,000,000 votes in 1936, yet 
which has been virtually without leadership, 
issues or organization for the past year. Both 
sides claim a victory, of course, but the out- 
standing fact is that a week ago a sizeable 
majority of the National Committee, léd by 
National Committee Chairman John D. M. 
Hamilton and Harrison E. Spangler of Iowa, 
favored the Hoover plan and that the con- 
gressional bloc, aided by former Gov. Lan- 
don, Frank Knox and Henry P. Fletcher, 
committee counsel, outsmarted them. The 
highest estimate was that the Hoover forces 
had 80 of the 106 votes in the committee; 
the lowest that the committee was 60 per 
cent pledged to a new convention, There is 
no doubt that the congressional-Landon bloe 
was in the minority when the call went out 
for the meeting this week.

The Strange Story 
Of Harley Clarke 
And $5,000,000 


Utility Holding Company 
Which He Established, 
Now in Distress, Sues to 
Recover That Sum.

A Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
CHICAGO, Nov. 6. 

OMEWHERE in the stratosphere of high 
S finance may lie the explanation of an 

amazing series of transactions, constitute 
ing the »bisis of a Federal Court lawsuit 
pending: in Chicago in which the Utilities 
Power & Light Corporation, is seeking to 
recover more than $5,000,000-from its found- 
er and one-time president, Harley L. Clarke, 
There is none in the rules’ of ordinary busi- 
ness. 

Items in the tangled record as described 
in an amended bill of complaint have to do 
with intricate bookkeeping ‘entries and the 
circuitous travels among affiliated compa- 
nies controlled by Clarke of numerous large 
checks, some for $1,000,000 or more. 
Whether the maze will be cleared in court 


|remains to be seen, as the corporation is 
| presently concerned with plans for reorgani- 


zation under Section 77-B of the Bankruptcy 
Act, so that its financial situation may be 
eased. The plans are before Federal Judge 
William H. Holly who has appointed a trus- 
tee for the company. 


History of the Suit. 

The suit against Clark, who had a speCe 
tacular career in building the company up 
to the point where its consolidated balance 
sheet with that of its subsidiaries once 
showed assets of some $400,000,000, was 
filed about a year ago after Clarke had lost 
control of the company and resigned as 
president. 

Only when an amended bill was filed 
months later was the amazing story of al- 
leged financial jugglery related in detail in 
an official court paper. Signing this com- 
plaint as attorneys for the corporation were 
William J. Froelich and Dwight H. Green, 
the latter a former United States District 
Attorney at Chicago. 

One of the allegations in the bill concerns 
the repayment of nearly $1,000,000 that was 
charged to Clarke on open account on the 
books of the corporation as of Dec. 31, 1929. 
It is alleged that at least $800,000 of the 
company’s own money was used to make 
this payment. 

Stripped of formal legal phraseology, this 
alleged transaction is described as follows: . 

The amount charged to Clarke on open 
account on the books as of Dec. 31, 1929, 
was $991,867.63. This, it is charged, was 
for money advanced to him, and expendi- 
tures in his behalf including stock purchases 
and the cost of large, expensive homes at 
Lake Geneva, Wis., and Evanston, Ill. 

The following June 11, the complaint al- 
leges, Clarke caused the corporation to issue 
to him six checks totaling $1,000,000, the 
sum being charged in various amounts 
against reserve accounts set up for undis- 
closed liabilities incurred in the purchase 
of properties. Immediately thereafter, the 
recital continues, Clarke issued to the cor- 
poration his own checks, one for $675,000 
and one for $316,867.63, the sum of the two 
equaling his indebtedness. 


$1,000,000 for Expenses. 

The $1,000,000 payment to Clarke, the 
petition charges, was entered on the books 
as being for expenses incurred by him in 
connection with the acquisition of various 
subsidiary companies and properties, Audi- 
tors going over the books at the end of 
1930, the bill continues, questioned the pay- 
ment as not being supported by any data 
showing it was a proper payment. 
Thereupon, according to the complaint, the 
following steps were taken: On Dec. 29, 
1930, the corporation issued its check for 
$800,000 to a wholly owned subsidiary, Util- 
ities Power & Light Securities Co., of which 
Clarke also was president, taking a demand 
note of the subsidiary for the amount. 

The subsidiary, the complaint relates, at 
once transferred $750,000 by wire to the 
credit of the brokerage house of W. S. Ham- 
mons & Co. at New York City; the brokerage 
company the same day lent $750,000 to the 
Webster Securities Corporation, described as 
Clarke’s personal holding company, on 
notes; the Webster corporation the same day 
issued two checks signed by Clarke and made 
payable to Clarke, one for $925,000 and the 
other for $75,000, a total of $1,V00U.U000. 
In this quickly moving transfer of funds, 
the next step, it is related, was the receipt 
by Utilities Power & Light Corporation the 
following day, Dec. 30, 1930, of Clarke's

THE ST. LOUIS AWARD. 


It gives us keen pleasure to applaud the bestowal 
of the St. Louis Award on four members of the for- 
mer Board of Election Commissioners—Charles P. 
Williams, Marvin E. Singleton, Arthur J. Freund 
and George L. Dyer—and on Mansfield C. Bay, chair- 
man of the St. Louis County Cost of Government 
Committee. 

Judge Williams and his colleagues took office 
in the fall of last year under peculiarly trying cir- 
cumstances. and at considerable personal sacrifice. 
When they resigned last January, we said: “How 
they worked night and day to clean up the appalling 
Election Board situation should become legendary in 
our civic annals.” The action of the St. Louis Award 
Committee makes it a civic legend. 

The Williams board succeeded the one headed by 
James A. Waechter, whose colleagues were Joseph 
W. Hannauer, Stephen M. Wagner and Charles L. 
Moore. These men were summarily dismissed by 
ex-Gov. Park “for the betterment of the public serv- 
ice.” Under their administration, the most shocking 
election frauds occurred and some of the members 
of the Waechter board were accused of using their 
semi-judicial positions to further the interests of 
candidates and factions. 

It was under the Waechter board that the regis- 
tration rolls were padded with more than 40,000 
ghost names—the names of non-existent persons cer- 
tified as residing in empty houses, vacant lots, cheap 
hotels, disorderly houses and at the homes of polli- 
ticians. It was also disclosed that, under the Waech- 
ter board, wholesale frauds occurred in the ensuing 
August primary. 

Judge Williams and his colleagues took office only 
48 hours before the registration prior to the na- 
tional election. With the help of that skilled woman, 
Miss Emma J. Bobb, who was urged to return tem- 
porarily to public service, and others, the Williams 
board plunged into its prodigious task. No new 
broom ever swept cleaner. Discredited Election 
Board employes and election officials were fired forth- 
with, the rolls were purged, of fictitious names, a 
special recanvass by trusted men was ordered and 
a completely new atmosphere established prior to 
the November election. 

At a time when public confidence in officialdom 
had fallen to a low point, Judge Williams and his 
colleagues became an inspiring and purifying force. 
At a time when the people of St. Louis despaired of 
finding courage and sincerity in their officials or 
took refuge in weary cynicism, these men set a lofty 
standard of distinguished and unselfish public service. 

About two years ago, Mr. Bay became chairman 
of a committee of citizens formed by the St. Louis 
County Chamber of Commerce, whose purpose was 
to study the defects of county governnient and to 
suggest remedies for them. The other members of 
the committee are: Fred B. Eiseman, Boyle O. Rodes, 
L. Wade Childress, Edward L. Bakewell, Walter V. 
Scholz, Girard C. Varnum, Kirk L. Keller, E. R. 
Culver Jr., Tyrrell Williams, Carter W. Atkins, 
Charles A. Shaw, James A. Caselton and J. Lion- 
berger Davis. 

The committee was unusual in the devotion of its 
members, who were out to do a big job and who were 
willing to give themselves painstakingly and per- 
severingly to the task. 

Mr. Bay and his colleagues found the county gov- 
ernment in wretched state. It had no efficient bud- 


get control, no central purchasing system, no proper 


accounting system. A $300,000 school fund had been 
lent to public officials and their friends and, in 
many cases, payment of interest and principal had 
not been made for many years. The new County 
Hospital was being poorly managed and used as a 
reservoir for political patronage. Hundreds of sa- 
loons were operating without licenses. The county’s 
fiscal system was in a state of anarchy. 

Working quietly, with the co-operation of county 
officials, the committee has caused the adoption of a 
long series of reforms. The county is now on a def- 
inite budget and has lived within its income in the 
first nine months of 1937. An audit hag been made of 
the various offices and a complete accounting system 
installed. Central purchasing is in effect. The hos- 
pital situation has been cleaned up under an outstand- 
ing director. The school loan fund has been straight- 
ened out. Expenses have been cut about $200,000 per 
year. Liquor licenses are being collected. Passage 
of a bond issue to pay old obligations makes it pos- 
sible for the county to operate for the first time on 
a& pay-as-you-go basis. 

Here is an outstanding example of what private 
citizens, imbued with an interest in government— 
their own government—can do. The accomplish- 
ments of Mr. Bay and his colleagues are not only 
important of themselves, but as an example of the 
application of the principle of local self-government, 
upon which this country was founded but which 
nowadays is more honored in the breach than in 
the observance. 

We salute the gentlemen to whom the St. Louis 
Award has been given.

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OUR MODERN YORICK. 

Again he has abdicated. King or ex-King, he Just 
can’t take it. Is not that what we are all thinking 
and saying about the Duke of Windsor for calling off 
his American visit? But when depreciation has run 
its gamut, another question pops up. How could he 
have chosen the last person in the world for his 
guide, philosopher and friend and director-in-charge 
of the American tour? 

Charles Bedaux qualifies as the worst ever. His 
selection was, with acknowledgement to Hollywood, 
a colossal flop. Here was a venture designed to 
present the Duke as the champion of the under- 
privileged. And his sponsor is anathema to labor 
not only in the United States, but in the Duke’s 
own England. How could he be ignorant of British 
labor’s formal denunciation of Bedaux and the speed- 
up system he has contrived for exacting the toiler’s 
final ounce of energy? 

The question, it must reluctantly be conceded, 
casts grave doubts upon his sincerity. On the count 
of ability, it leaves him a washout. 

But the blunder might, in baseball reckoning, be 
scored a home run. The name Bedaux is now on 
everyone’s tongue. A week ago, or until American 
labor spoke its mind, many of us had never heard 
of the man. His stop-watch scheme of production, 
organized and operated with devilish ingenuity, had 
been known, and widely reviled, but the individual 
himself had somehow escaped identification. Now 
Bedaux’s anonymity is shattered forever. He is .a 
marked man. For that we are indebted to organ- 
ized labor’s vigilance and moral courage. Some small 
sliver of unwitting credit may be allowed the Duke. 

“Alas, poor Yorick,” seems to be a kindly epitaph 
for Edward. From blunder to blunder he stumbles 
along. That visit to Nazi Germany, publicized as a 
serious study of distressed conditions, was a gala 
jaunt under glittering official auspices, a pompous, 
gold-braided holiday, much to the discomfiture and 
grave regret of his homeland, Good judgment had 
never considered it. An intelligent respect for the 
opinion of mankind had precluded it. 

Judgment, perception, the intuition indispensable 
to leadership and high responsibility—those gifts are 
not among the Duke’s possessions. But along what- 
ever inconsequentials or errata his future lies, he 
has given Bedaux his notorious deserts. , 

And that’s pretty good, Eddie. 
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PENNSYLVANIA REJECTS THE INCOME TAX. 

A proposed amendment to the State Constitution 
to permit a State income tax was defeated by the 
voters of Pennsylvania Tuesday by a comparatively 
narrow margin. One of the arguments used against 
it, presumably one of the more effective ones, was 
that the tax would put Pennsylvania at a disadvan- 
tage in competing for new capital with states having 
no such levy. 

The same afgument has been used with varying 
effect in other states where a state income tax has 
been proposed. But the fears have never been shown 
to materialize. Apparently, a moderate income tax 
makes little difference to business interests seeking 
a location. 

At any rate, capital determined to invest where 
no state income tax is in effect will find its field 
limited just now, as about 30 states have such a levy. 
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LOVEJOY’S MARTYRDOM. 

One hundred years ago tonight, a mob was gath- 
ered about a warehouse on the river bank at nearby 
Alton, resolved to destroy a printing press stored in 
the building. An equally determined band watched 
alertly inside. Some of the attackers raised a ladder 
against the building, and a man mounted it with a 
torch, intent on firing the roof. Three of the be- 
sieged ran outside to fight off the attack. A shot was 
heard, and thus died Elijah Parish Lovejoy, hailed 
in American history as the “martyr abolitionist,” 
who gave his life in the causes of ending human 
slavery and preserving a free aod 

Lovejoy was the first of the abolitionist zealots 
to die by violence, and his murder fed fuel to the 
flames that 24 years later burst forth in a great 
national conflagration. Rare persistence and courage 
were required to advocate his cause in those tense 
times. 

Attacks upon freedom of the American press in this 
century rarely take the form of mob violence. They 
are more indirect, more subtle, but they are just as 
destructive of democracy as the tactics of those who 
sought to silence the forthright Lovejoy. The age 
still needs men who will take their stand with the 
Alton martyr: “As long as I am an American citi- 
zen and as long as American blood runs in these 
‘veins, I shall hold myself at liberty to speak, to 
write, to publish whatever I please on any subject— 
being amenable to the laws of my country for the 
same.” ¥ 
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ONE HUNDRED REPUBLICANS. 

The Republican National Committee, at its Chi- 
cago meeting, neither adopted nor rejected Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s proposal for a mid-term convention to draft 
a statement of the party’s principles and policies. 
It straddled the suggestion—so successfully, however, 
as to win Mr. Hoover’s approval—by delegating the 
task to a committee of 100. 

The personnel of this committee, when announced, 
will naturally be scrutinized. Among the chosen, it 
may safely be ventured, will be William Allen White 
of Kansas, who has so often assisted in the prepara- 
tion of resolutions at Republican conventions and is 
admittedly a first-class writing man. The task will, 
to be sure, call for much more than a facile pen. It 
will demand men, so Mr. Hoover says, who “are not 
afraid to stand up and be counted.” But something 
more than courage will be required. If the Repub- 
lican party had a hundred Platos in its organization, 
it could use every mother’s son of them in the com- 
position of this declaration which, seemingly, must 
rise to historic heights or shrivel away in the blasts 
of derision as a poor, wan thing. 

Curiosity is already astir as to whether the name 
of LaGuardia will appear among the chosen. Having 
twice tamed the Tammany Tiger, New York’s fiery 
Mayor looks like a possible standard bearer, though, 
admittedly, he could never be depicted as “the rising 
hope of the stern, unbending Tories.” Yet a dubious 
Old Guard might be reminded that the young Glad- 
stone who inspired Macaulay’s handsome tribute died 
in the fullness of fame and lives in history as a 
great Liberal. Interpreting a politician’s horoscope 
is a tricky assignment. But if LaGuardia is one of 
the hundred, that will be news.

LaGuardia’s Theories of City Rule 


Best features of old Austria’s fine civic administration, which he studied in his con- 
sular days, have been introduced in New York by Mayor; virtually alone in con- 
sidering art important to city government; his sound scientific methods are unique 
in not being stuffy or sanctimonious, but having healthy gayety and drama.

HE small salary the Government paid 

LaGuardia during his five years in the 

consular service turned out to be one of 
the best investments Washington ever made. 
For LaGuardia had served in the Austro- 
Hungarian Empire—the most magnificently 
administered country of pre-war Europe. 
Long after the unsound Hapsburg policies 
had doomed the empire, the civil service 
held it together by the sheer force of sound, 
non-partisan, non-political administration. 

More important still, the lovely cities of 
the old empire—Budapest, Vienna, Trieste 
and Fiume—offered an example to the world 
of how pleasant life could be made for the 
mass of common working people through 
the intelligent application of art to munici- 
pal affairs. The concerts, beer gardens, 
open-air cafes, recreation facilities were 
what had most appealed to him in Fiume. 
America had nothing like them. 

The “new immigrants” who came from 
Central Europe remembered them and 
yearned for them, but in the hurly-burly of 
American life and the sordid struggle for 
existence in the great steel and concrete 
hives of the Western World, the new stock 
could only yearn for them sentimentally, not 
recreate and modify them as typical Amer- 
ican institutions. Only a Western Ameri- 
can, with “new immigrant” blood and cul- 
ture, who had rediscovered them for him- 
self, could turn the trick. 


° * * 


New York was used “to saloon politics. 
LaGuardia proved the importance of cafe 
politics (one of the first acts of his adminis- 
tration was to authorize sidewalk cafes in 
New York City), of swimming-pool politics, 
of park politics, or concert politics. And his 
city welcomed the change with an eager- 
ness which is in striking contrast with the 
bucolic surliness with which the country 
took “the more abundant life.” 

In fact, Fiorello made it obvious that he 
considers art to be one of the major prob- 
lems of city administration, He is virtually 
the only important American official who 
has ever taken this attitude and who has 
been as careful in formulating his policies on 
art as those on finance and administration. 

The Republicans, however, found them- 
selves baffled by his concept of “good gov- 
ernment.” The phrase has come to have a 
sanctimonious or a sentimental meaning 
among many Americans. The Mayor is re- 
sponsible for bringing its European meaning 
to America. This requires some explanation. 

To the civic reformer, “good government” 
means outvoting the bosses, ending graft 
and corruption, running the machine more 
economically, This is the sort of municipal 
government the great Tom Johnson, to 
whom LaGuardia has often been compared, 
gave Cleveland; the sort of government the 
German Socialists gave Milwaukee. This is 
essentially a businesslike attitude which 
wears thin the patience of the governed in 
a remarkably short time. 

LaGuardia’s type of good government is 
the Central European type: the government 
an intelligent German hausfrau would give 
her own home—to make it beautiful, com- 
fortable, economical to run, with the best 
of value for the money it costs, not to live 
beyond the means available and not to re- 


gard cheap government as the end desired 
any more than a cheaply furnished home 
with low-grade food is desired by a prudent 
housewife. LaGuardia has often described 
his job as one of “housekeeping,” and this is 
what he means: to make New York as fine 
a city as possible and to give the best of 
value for the money it costs its people to 
run their city. 

Good government of this sort has nothing 
to do with national politics or with local 
partisanship. It is the greatest single po- 
litical idea we have ever imported from 
Central Europe, and LaGuardia is the man 
who picked it up and domesticated it. 

As consistently as he preached art for 


New York’s people has he preached scien- 


tific government for New York. He was 
always getting on the nerves of the Re- 
publicans by harping on “non-partisan, non- 
political government.” He told 250 gradu- 
ates of New York University that he hoped, 
as the crowning achievement of his admin- 
istration, “to establish permanently a mu- 
nicipal career, so that young men entering 
the public service know that they may enter 
and go right to the top.” 


While the conservatives took pride in his 
difficult achievement in “balancing” the 
city’s budget, the Mayor was opening swim- 
ming pools, using the Police War Memorial 
Fund to build eight “memorial” playgrounds, 
bringing thousands of previously exempt 
city jobs into civil service, reclassifying, 
improving and reorganizing the civil service 
and striving—in the teeth of Wall Street— 
to save money on electricity by building a 
municipal power plant. 

He cut his own salary from $40,000 to $22,- 
500 a year to save money on the budget, but 
he announced plans to reorganize the city’s 
college system to provide special institu- 
tions for teaching technology and the sci- 
ence of government. 

As a result, he succeeded in extricating 
most of the sting from reform politics and 
in making sound city administration as dra- 
matic and exciting as Jimmy Walker and 
Tammany henchmen had made the gorgeous 
graft of yesteryear. This, too, was some- 
thing new in American politics—to rob good 
government of the holier-than-thou fussi- 
ness which had always doomed previous re- 
forms, by substituting the open-air play- 
gound, the concert, the municipal park and 
beach, the sidewalk cafe and the clean and 
quieter street for the corner saloon, fire- 
house, police station, gambling den, speak- 
easy, brothel politics of the bawdy old city 
which he had found. 

The idea that scientific administration of 
public affairs can be as attractive, enjoyable 
and worth possessing as a streamlined auto- 
mobile, a combination radio-Victrola or a 
house in the more thickly mortgaged sub- 
urbs stamps LaGuardia as a new type of 
American, a man of the world in a sense 
that neither Roosevelt nor La Follette is a 
man of the world. At best, they are worldly 
Americans, with a hangover of patrician con- 
descension or frontier earnestness which 
wobbles between self-righteousness and na- 
ivete, while LaGuardia is a civilized man in 
the sense that Edouard Herriot and Leon 
Blum are civilized men, 


Taxes for Tax-Exempts

O MATTER how desirable it may be as 
N contributing to a sound and equitable 
system of taxation, the elimination of tax 
exemption from public borrowing will have 
a long road to travel.

Nevertheless, the state and municipal go 
ernments have a real and important stake 
in tax exemption. The argument that state 
governments would gain in income tax Te 
ceipts as much as or more than they 
in higher cost of borrowing, if exemption 
were abolished, is of doubtful’ validity 2 
regard to some of the states; certainly it is 
wholly inapplicable to municipalities and the 
still smaller borrowing units, unless thesé 
are to be encouraged to add their own i 
come taxation to the welter of taxes 
which every citizen of substance is already 
enmeshed, Such a result we must all pray 
Heaven to forbid.

Preventive Medicine. 

One of the most urgent needs 
for an increased use of public funds 
is in the field of preventive nagdi- 
cine. Prevention is the keynote of 
the medicine of the future. Its 
success in control of infectious dis- 
eases like smallpox, diphtheria, 
typhoid, of mental diseases by the 
recognition of econqmic and en- 
vironmental conditions, is ample 
evidence of what should be carried 
even further in the future. 

The present national efforts look- 
ing toward the control of syphilis 
constitute another vast experiment 
in preventive medicine, As medical 
research increasingly brings to 
light the causes of cancer, arthritis 
and other only partly probed 
scourges, the possibilities of preven- 
tive medicine can be practically ap- 
plied in an everexpanding degree. 
And with this expansion, the Gov- 
ernment’s present functioning in the 
field of preventive medicine must 
obviously increase. 

Another proposal recognizes as an 
immediate problem “the provision 
of adequate medical care for the 
medically indigent,” the cost to be 
met from public funds, local funds 
so far as they are available, but 
supplemented by state aid, or Fed- 
eral aid where state funds do not 
suffice. . 


Fund for Research Favored. 

Other proposals contemplate pub- 
lic funds—local, state or Federal— 
to supplement-present provision for 
medical education, medical _ re- 
search, voluntary hospitals, labora- 
tory, diagnostic and consultative 
service. 

The proposal that public funds 
should be made available for medi- 
cal education and research rests on 
the belief that there must be con- 
stant support for the scientific ap- 
proach to medicine and for its con- 
stant modernization. The medical 
educational institution, including 
the hospital, is not a profit-making 
organization. It is working only 
for the public good and public funds 
are essential to keep it in its high 
estate as they are for police and 
fire protection. Public funds for 
medical research belong in the same 
category. 

The stake of government in 
health is already great. Its contri- 
bution to prevention as well as to 
repair has been outstanding. Its 
assumed responsibilities for hospit- 
alization, for child welfare, for the 
elimination of parasitic and infec- 
tious diseases include in its scope 
both preventive and curative as- 
pects.

SHAW'S CARDEN SHOW 
OF CHRYSANTHEMUM 


Brilliant Display Opens Today 
and Will Continue Through 
November. 


A picture done in all the brilliant 
colors of the chrysanthemum, 
blended together by meticulous se- 
lection and arrangement, is pre- 
sented at the annual autumn show 
of the flower at Shaw’s Garden, 
which opens today and will be con- 
tinued through November. 

The eyes of the visitor are met 
as he enters the Floral Display 
House at the raised terrace by a 
foreground of lavender and white 
mums that shade into beds of 
white, pink and light red. Here a 
few bold strokes of yellow catch the 
eye and carry it on toa larger cen- 
tral bed of deeper colors — gold, 
| dark red, deep yellow, and bronze— 
and beyond that, again the pinks, 
pale reds, and white with heavier 
brush strokes of deeper yellow, rus- 
set, and bronze. 

At the edge of the picture the 
visitor’s gaze rests momentarily on 
a low terrace, where there is a blue 
pool and beds of variegated colored 
mums, set against a background of 
deep green conifers and tropical 
plants. 

Overhead are 60 hanging baskets 
of trailing chrysanthemums, the 
largest number of this variety ever 
shown here, with clusters of pink, 
gold, white and lavender, like wind- 
driven clouds of an autumn sunset. 


To Be at Best in Week. 

While the display will be open 
daily from 9 a. m. to sunset, the 
flowers will be fully developed and 
at their best within a week, Paul 
A. Kohl, floriculturist of the Gar- 
den staff who annually directs the 
care of the plants and designs the 
show display, said: 

There are 4500 plants in the dis- 
play and 200 different varieties, 90 
of these being the greatly admired 
single-stemmed type, whose curly 
blossoms measure as much as eight 
inches across. One of the features 
of the show this year is 24 speci- 
mens, used in the picture for ac- 
cent points, that have from 10 to 
20 blooms, almost as large as the 
single-stem variety. 

Besides the harmonious color ar- 
rangement of the display, and the 
evenness of design, there are in- 
dividual studies, such as four 
booths at the sides of the walks, 
where the oddly shaped Japanese 
varieties are shown. Here are the 
white Tangai-Shu and the bronze 
Rimpa with thread-like petals, and 
another with hairy petals, arranged 
in color groups.

Maritime Commission Report 
Expected to Urge Subsidy 
System. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—En- 
couragement for private capital to 
invest in American shipping was 
one of the things officials predict- 
ed today would be derived from 
the forthcoming report by the 
Maritime Commission on the mer- 
chant marine. 

The commission, charged with 
spending millions in Government 
funds to build yp a strong Ameri- 
can merchant fleet, will report 
early next week on an extensive 
survey of conditions in the ship- 
ping industry. The report will 
carry recommendations to Con- 
gress. 

There are two ways in which 
the commission can promote the 
construction of new vessels, of 
which an estimated 225 to 250 are 
needed. It can either build them 
outright, entirely with Government 
funds, or it can subsidize their 
construction by private capital. 

Statements of officials have indi- 
cated the latter system is to be 
used almost exclusively, except in 
event of a national emergency re- 
quiring the quick construction of 
many vessels. 

In addition to subsidy payments, 
the commission will loan private 
builders up to 75 per cent’ of the 
cost of a ship, but in so doing re- 
quires that the remaining 25 per 
cent of the cost must be put up 
by the builder. 

Many shipping men are said to 
have taken the position this figure 
is too high and that the cash now 
available for marine investments 
is not sufficient to meet such a 
requirement. They are awaiting 
the commission’e report on this 
point with considerable interest. 

Recommendations for a solution 
of maritime labor problems may 
also serve to make the merchant 
marine more attractive to private 
capital. 

The commission already has 
made one move in this direction by 
establishing minimum wage scales, 
minimum manning requirements 
and standards for working condi- 
tions on subsidized lines. It is ex- 
pected to back legislation for set- 
tling labor difficulties without in- 
teruptions to service. 

This legislation may provide for 
a mediation system somewhat sim- 
ilar to that for railroad labor. An- 
other proposal known to have re- 
ceived con.ideration calls for a 
training school for American sea- 
men, 


SIXTH INFANTRY DUE NOV, 20 
AT JEFFERSON BARRACKS 


Mechanization Facilities Tested in 
2000-Mile Trip Which

The Sixth United States Infan- 
try will return to Jefferson Bar-

in the Globe Machine & Stamping 
and the City Auto Stamping cases 
because of their direct bearing on 
the C I O-A. F. L. rivalry. The 
question raised in these cases was 
whether the workers of a plant 
were to be represented by a single 
industrial union or by craft and in- 
dustrial unions existing’ side by 
side. The Board ruled that the is- 
sue should be resolved by the votes 
of the men directly affected. 


Of all the recent Board decisions, 
the one th:t received the widest 
publicity was its verdict in the case 
of the National Electric Products 
Co. of Ambridge, Pa. Here it was 
accused of defying a Federal Court 
in an effort to set aside the A. F. 
of L. contract with the firm after 
the agreement had been held valid 
by the court. 


As a matter of fact there was 
no conflict between Board and 
court. The only question before the 
court was whether such a contract 
could be binding. The Board, on 
the other hand, had to consider 
whether the contract had been en- 
tered into legally under the terms 
of the Wagner Act. It found evi- 
dence of employer interference and 
sO was compelled to set aside a con- 
tract, legal in form, and order an 
election to determine the proper 
bargaining agency. 

Case of Little Steel. 


During its first two years the 
Board has also served the extreme- 
ly valuable but unofficial purpose 
of focusing public attention on some 
of the worst maladjustments in in- 
dustrial] relations. In its records is 
a considerable number of cases in- 
teresting not so much because of 
any precedent that was set, but be- 
cause of the prominence of the re- 
spondent or the circumstances out 
of which they grew. 

Outstanding among these are the 
Little Steel cases in which charges 
were preferred against Inland, Re- 
public and Youngstown Sheet & 
Tube, The Inland decision will be 
important, of course, because it is 
expected to settle the question of 
whether or not a collective bargain- 
ing agreement must be reduced to 
writing. The others, however, are 
more significant for the evidence 
they brought forth. 

During the Republic hearings at 
Massillon, for example, the police 
chief disclosed the tremendous pres- 
sure under which he finally per- 
mitted the arming of unofficial 
vigilante groups and the consequent 
shooting of two strikers—an echo 
of the killing of 10 persons outside 
the firm’s South Chicago mill on 
May 30. 

And in the Bethlehem hearings at 
Johnstown it was brought out that 
$30,000 had been unofficially paid to 
Mayor Daniel Shields—ostensibly 
for terroristic strike-breaking. 


Blue Card Dispute. 


Closer to home is the Blue Card 
case of the tri-state lead mining 
area. When American Federation 
of Labor members went on strike, 
Mike Evans, a notorious character, 
organized the Blue Card union and 
obtained a closed shop. contract. 
After the strike was broken by the 
use of the Kansas and the Okla- 
homa militia, the A. F. of L. grant- 
ed a charter to the Evans’ union 
that had displaced its own organi- 
zation. In desperation, the remnants 
of this group turned to the CI O 
—only ‘to be fired on in Galena, 
Kan.. The Board’s hands were tied 
in this situation by an injunction 
issued by Judge Kennamer. How- 
ever, this decision was reversed by 
the Tenth Circuit Court of Appeals 
on procedural grounds and NLRB 
investigators are at work in an 
effort to clear up the case. 

By way of contrast should be 
cited the Carnegie-Illinois Steel pro- 
ceedings in Washington in which 
the company dropped its court fight 
against a Board order, disestab- 
lished its employe representation 
plan and signed an agreement with 
the Steel Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee that led to more than 300 
other C I O contracts in that indus- 
try. Collective bargaining agree- 
ments were entered into by the In- 
ternational Harvester Co. and the 
Goodyear Rubber Co. in similar cir- 
cumstances. 

Many a column of type was de- 
voted to the Genera! Motors strike, 
but all too little was said of the 
N L RB election conducted in the 
Packard Motor Co. plant while that 
strike was at its height. More 
than 12,000 men cast ballots in this 
election in a single day without any 
loss in production.

Native of Rome, Ga., and a grad- 
uate of Notre Dame and the 
Georgetown Law School. Practiced 
in Washington from 1914 to 1924. 
Then went to New Mexico. Was 
brought to the Department of the 
Interior by Secretary Ickes in 1933. 
Became chairman of the Petroleum 
Administrative Board. Naval avia- 
tor. Won Navy Cross during war. 
He is the legal light of the NLRB. 
Gets credit for its perfect record 
before the Supreme Court because 
of his choice of cases. 

Robert W. Watts: Associate gen- 
eral counsel. Born in Maine and 
educated at Bates and the Yale 
Law School. Now 36 years old. 
Came to the old board from Wall 
street. Headed a corporal’s guard 
of lawyers that rushed about the 
country fighting the injunction 
epidemic. 

Nathan Witt: Secretary. Served 
as assistant general counsel in 
charge of litigation until latter 
part of October. Still in his 30s. 
A Frankfurter man from New 
York’s East Side by way of the 
Harvard Law School and plenty of 
jobs on the side to get through. 
Was active in the Sacco-Vanzetti 
defense. 

David J. Saposs: Chief economist. 
Studied at Wisconsin under John 
R. Commons. Special investigator 
for U. S. Commission on Industrial 
Relations in 1913 and 1914. Since 
then in service of New York and 
Federal labor departments. Con- 
nected with Columbia’s Brookwood 
labor college. Headed industrial 
study section of Interchurch World 
Movement in 1919. 

These seven are essentially con- 
servative. All of them are college 
men. Not one of them belongs to 
a labor union. They are the ex- 
perts who judge the facts in cases 
before them, leaving to the courts 
only questions of law in case of 
an appeal, 

Brandeis Technique Used. 

In this work they have from the 
beginning used the Brandeis tech- 
nique, a procedure that minimizes 
legalistic considerations and em- 
phasizes the economic and the so- 
ciological. Originated in 1908 by 
the Supreme Court Justice when he 
was defending the Oregon 10-hour 
law for women, it has been brought 
to its full flower by the board. 
Against criticisms tat the board 
ignores the rules of evidence, Fahy 
declares that it merely liberalizes 
them, and points to the unanimity 
with which the lower courts, as 
well as the Supreme Court, have 
sustained board rulings. 

To round out this picture of the 
NLRB, it should be pointed out 
that it began with a staff of less 
than 150. Now its work is carried 
on by 505 persons, 275 in the field 
and 230 in Washington. These fig- 
ures, of course, include clerical help 
as well as regional directors, trial 
examiners and lawyers. 

For the fiscal year 1937-38 the 
board has a budget of $2,485,000, of 
which almost $2,000,000 is for sal- 
aries. The budget for the previous 
year was $754,215. And from Aug- 
ust, 1935, to June 30, 1936, it ex- 
pended $650,000. 

That is the Labor Board and its 
record. Both are good. True, they 
exist only by grace of a 5-to-4 divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court and next 
time the pendulum may swing the 
other way. However, so long as it 
is in effect ,the board or some suc- 
cessor will be the symbol of Amer- 
ica as a land of opportunity for all. 
Even in an industrial age, the board 
helps to make that more than a 
grim jest. It is giving labor a 
share in the shaping of its future.

to have restored to the various re- 
serve accounts the $1,000,000 
charged to them, when Clarke re 
ceived the company’s $1,000,000 
check some six months earlier. 
What the Books Showed. 

The books thus showed that 
Clarke had repaid the $1,000,000 
which the auditors had questioned, 
but they are said to have still 
showed Clarke’s personal account 
of nearly $1,000,000 as paid, and 
the company held a note of a whol- 
ly-owned subsidiary in place of the 
$800,000 alleged to have been ad- 
vanced by it for this series of trans- 
actions. 

The bill asked that Clarke be 
compelled to account for this $800,- 
000 and for an additional $170,936.02 
said to still stand charged to him 
on open account on the books. 

As only $750,000 had been trans- 
mitted to the Webster Corporation 
before it, through Clarke, issued 
its checks for $1,000,000 to Clarke, 
the complainants undertake to ac- 
count for the remaining $250,000, 
alleging that on the following Jan, 
19, Clarke caused the subsidiary 
company, Utilities Power and Light 
Securities Co., to issue a check for 
that amount to the Webster cor- 
poration. 

An intricate transaction in 1931 
is alleged to have cost Utilities 
Power & Light Corporation $2,000,- 
000 and to have resulted in pay- 
ment of a bank note of Clarke’s 
for $1,879,687.50. 

A Deal in Shares. 

It is charged that on May 14, 
1931, Clarke caused Utilities Pow- 
er & Light Corporation to issue 
two checks to its subsidiary, Utili- 
ties Power & Light Securities Co., 
one for $1,500,000 and the other for 
$500,000, both dated May 13; that 
also, on May 14, the securities com- 
pany made a pretended offer to 
Webster corporation, Clarke’s per 
sonal holding company, to-borrow 
from Webster, for trading purposes, 
voting trust certificates represent- 
ing 100,000 shares of vo stock of 
Utilities Power & Light Corpora- 
tion; that on the immediate “ac 
ceptance” by Webster corporation 
of this offer, the securities com- 
pany deposited with Webster $2, 
000,000 “to guarantee return of the 
voting trust certificates” in 90 days, 

The following day, May 15, 1931, 
the bill alleges, “Webster Securities 
Corporation issued its check in 
favor of the Chase National Bank 
ef the City of New York for $1,- 
879,687.50, signed by the defendant, 
Harley L. Clarke, on behalf of 
Webster Securities Corporation.” 

This check, the bill avers, was 
“in payment of the note of de 
fendant, Harley L. Clarke, dated 
April 15, 1931, and’ maturing May 
15, 1931, in the face amount of $1,- 
875,000, and for actrued interest 
thereon at the rate of 6 per cent 
per annum for the period of May 
1, 1931, to May 15, 1931, inclusive, 
in the amount of $4687.50.” 

Substitution 


Alleged. 

It is alleged further that the se- 
curities company at the proper 
time returned the borrowed voting 
trust certificates but that Webster 
corporation, instead of returning 
the $2,000,000 deposit, gave to the 
securities company a trust receipt 
for 80,000 shares of common stock 
of Public Utilities Securities Corpor- 
ation (Pusco—another Clarke com- 
pany), “which shares at that time 
had a market value of less than 
$500,000.” 

The complaint alleges that the 
Webster corporation had previously 
pledged and encumbered the 80,000 
shares and did not have possession 
or control over them, It is charged 
that Clarke has failed and refused 
to account to the plaintiff company 
for the $2,000,000 it paid out-in this 
transaction, and that no part of 
the sum has ever been repaid, 

Laclede Gas Light Deal. 

Another complaint concerns the 
transaction by which Clarke, in 
1927, acquired Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis for Utilities Power 
& Light Corporation. It is alleged 
that he agreed to pay one W. G., 
Maguire a fee of $300,000 if he suc- 
ceeded, as he did, in acquiring the 
stock of Laclede Gas & Electric 
Co., a holding company then con- 
troling Laclede Gas; that there was 
a secret agreement by which Clarke 
received $100,000 of the $300,000 fee. 

Another allegation is that Clarke 
caused the plaintiff company to 
make large loans to individuals who 
were not in a position to repay 
them; that among such loans not 
repaid were one of $140,000 to 
C. E. F. Hetrick, described as being 
at the time Mayor of Asbury Park, 


N. J., and one of $50,000 to Ruth 


Watson, described as the wife of a 
director of the company.

S THE undeclared war in the 
Ar= East progresses, publishers 

are rushing to meet the demand 
for more information on its back- 
ground and ramifications. Here 
are three more books on the trou- 
bled Orient. 

That first listed is of most im- 
mediate interest, in view of events 
that occurred after it was written. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s Chicago speech, Mr. 
Hull’s condemnation of Japan and 
the current nine-Power conference 
are not mentioned, but the book 
provides an excellent guide to ap- 
praising their place in history. 

Mr. Dulles, a former reporter in 
the Far East and author of sev- 
eral books on this subject, finds the 
story of American-Japanese rela- 
tions to be the story of the Open 
Door policy. After America’s entry 
into the Orient with acquisition of 
the Philippines, the doctrine was laid 
down by John Hay in 1900, in an 
effort to preserve the economic and 
territorial independence of China. 
From that day to this, the policy 
has come into conflict with Japan’s 
ambitions. As a result, this coun- 
try has found itself in an anomalous 
position: dedicated to preservation 
of China, but resolved never to take 


up arms in such a cause. 
a * 


Theodore Roosevelt, though in- 
temperate at times, saw this issue 
realistically. Mr. Dulles quotes his 
letter to Taft: “The Open Door pol- 
icy in China was an excellent thing, 
and I hope it will be a good thing 
for the future, so far as it can be 
maintained by general diplomatic 
agreement; but the Open Door 


policy, as a matter of fact, com- 
pletely disappears as soon as a pow- 
erful nation determines to disre- 
gard it, and is willing to run the 
risk of war rather than forego its 
intention.” 

Read “Nine-Power Treaty” for 
“Open Door Poliicy” and—in the ab- 
sence of collective action—the par- 
allel with today’s issue is complete. 

Mr. Chamberlin, author of the 
second book, also notes the “inde- 
cisive and irresolute” nature of 
America’s foreign policy. His book 
is not so much concerned with pol- 
icies, however, as with a penetrat- 
ing on-the-spot account of Japan’s 
activities at home and abroad in 
recent years. As chief Far Eastern 
correspondent of the Christian 
Science Monitor, this writer is well 
qualified to present the picture. 

. . . 


Of special] interest is his view of 
the present war’s probable outcome. 
If Japan can crush Chinese resist- 
ance within six months, it will real- 
ize its ambition to bring the coun- 
try under its control, he says, but 
the question will remain as _ to 
whether Japan has enough re- 
sources for effective economic ex- 
ploitation. However, if China after 
a year still has forces in the field, 
“Japan’s ultimate victory is likely 
to prove a Pyrrhic one.” 

The third book treats of only one 
phase, Japan’s attitude toward for- 
eigners, but does so with great his- 
torical thoroughness. Accounts are 
given of all outsiders who visited 
the secluded empire from 1543, when 
some Portuguese pirates were 
wrecked there, up to the time when, 
after Commodore Perry opened the 
country to trade in 1853, the rights 
of foreigners were recognized. 

The details, though largely of 
academic interest alone, lead the 
writer to this conclusion: that anti- 
alienism is still fundamental in the 
country, and that Japan today is, 
“so far as any modern people can 


be, a nation apart.”

A Mighty Little 
Work of Art. 


§ MET A MAN. By Michael Blankfort. 
(The Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 


EVERAL:> weeks ago “Remem- 
bering Laughter’ was noted in 
these columns as an outstand- 
ing example of a genuine work of 
creative art as distinguished from 
the common products of facility 
and industry. Here in “I Met a 
Man” we have another and, in some 
respects, even more impressive ex- 


ample. 


The tale is that of a young Amer- 


{can student, who, at the outbreak 
of the World War, is studying lin- 
guistics at Oxford. He is induced 
by the general hysteria and the 
urging of a friend to join up. Being 
master of the German language, he 
is accepted by the British Intelli- 
gence Service. Assuming the name 
of a German prisoner whom he re- 
sembles, he manages to join the 
prisoner's regiment, giving a cir- 
cumstantial account of his “escape.” 
His purpose is to learn the date set 
for the great German drive on 
Ypres. On a troop train he meets a 
German lieutenant whose secret 
hatred of war is equaled only by his 
longing for the friendship of some- 
one who also loves the higher life of 
the mind and spirit. Feeling this 
need, the American makes the most 
of it in his own interest as a Brit- 
ish spy. But a relationship thus 
begun with guile soon develops into 
genuine friendship on the part of 
both, and the American is faced 
with the dilemma of betraying 
either the trust of his superiors or 
the faith of his friend. , 
The situation is further compli- 
cated when, after the British have 
received the desired information, 
the German lieutenant learns the 
truth about the man whom he has 
grown to love. Torn between their 
loyalties to friend and country, the 
two play a pathetic game with each 


other, 


The end comes during the attack 
at Ypres when the American, learn- 
ing that poison gas is about to be 
released, goes mad with the desire 
to warn the British. In the strug- 
gle to escape from the German 
trenches, he kills the man he loves. 
The crowning irony is achieved 
when, safe among the British, he 
learns that gas is being used 
against the Germans. 

It will be granted that the plot, 
even thus inadequately sketched, 
offers great possibilities, and cer- 
tainly the author seems to have 
made the most of them. This is a 
mighty little book, reaching in its 
tragic climax an austere height of 
pity and terror where the lamenta- 
tions of deluded men seem to min- 
gle with the laughter of the gods.

F Nikolai Petrovich Rezanov had 
| lived several years longer our Pa- 

cific Coast might have had a far 
different history. He it was who 
dreamed of colonizing with Rus- 
sians the islands and coasts of the 
American Pacific while the Euro- 
pean Powers took care of Napoleon. 

Rezanov was born in St. Peters- 
burg in 1764, and, after a successful 
administrative career under the 
great Catherine, the dim-witted 
Paul I and the informal Alexander 
I, he promoted the merger that be- 
came the Russian-American com- 
pany. The corporation was organ- 
ized to expand the fur trade along 
the Siberian coast and extend trad- 
ing operations to the American 
mainland as far south as Spain, 
which owned California, could be 
induced to permit. 

Nikolai Rezanov’s visit to San 
Francisco in 1806 was certainly no 
deterrent to this ambitious project; 
and when he became engaged, for 
“reasons of state,” to lovely Con- 
cepcion Arguello, the daughter of 
the commandant of the port, things 
seemed to be going extremely well 
for Nikolai. When he sailed from 
San Francisco he promised to re- 
turn in not more than two years 
to marry Concepcion and transport 
her to Russia. 

. . 

But Nikolai, who was a sick man, 
drove himself as relentlessly as he 
ever drove his hunters and seamen, 
and so came to his end at Krasno- 
yarsk, Siberia, in March, 1807, 
many cold miles from his goal, St. 
Petersburg. Concepcion’s love for 
the hard, ambitious promoter was 
genuine, and she became a nun in 
a California convent. Rezanov’s 
feeling for her seems to have been 
a deep respect for her alert and 
efficient mind. 

With a tensity seldom achieved in 
a work with so broad a background, 
Hecter Chevigny has written for the 
first time the whole truth about 
Rezanov and the Russian-American 
company. The story sings with life, 
rings with truth and perfectly fits 
its worJd. It should prove to be of 
lasting value.

I am content to let documents 
speak, even those that in matter 
as well as in manner no longer rep- 
resent me. An Egyptian National- 
ist in 1904 was, in the eyes of most 
Englishmen, as dangerous as a 
Turk in the war, or a Communist 
in 1920. Some of us now are glad 
to be good friends with all three.” 

From this qualification, in the 
preface, it is evident that Sir Ron- 
ald Storrs does not intend to tell 
anything that might reasonably be 
expected of him. “From 1926 to 
1932,” as the dust cover recites, 
“Storrs was Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of Cyprus. In 1932 
he was appointed Governor and 
Commander-in-Chief of Northern 
Rhodesia, in which capacity he 
served until 1934, when he was in- 
valided from tropical service. 
day he is considered one of the 
greatest living authorities on the 
Near East.” But what does he tell? 
He gives a detailed account of his 
physical goings and comings, of 
train time tables, of breakfasts, of 
the price and value of antiques, of 
his chess games, of music, of chit- 
chat—all very English, restrained, 
discreet, self-conscious—that is to 
say, a great man, an educated En- 
glishman, is aware of a dignified 
place in history.

FRANK B. KELLOGG: A Biography. By 
David Byrn-Jones, (G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons, New York.) 


INNESOTA’S wartime mild- 

reservationist Senator, later 

Coolidge’s boomtime Secretary 
of State, is most sympathetically 
treated in this biography by the 
professor of international relations 
at Carleton College, Northfield, 
Minn. The arrangement is the 
usual chronological one — birth of 
the subject in upstate New York, 
the year Buchanan was elected, re- 
moval at the age of 9 to the Minne- 
sota frontier, entry into the law, 
trust-busting under the first Roose- 
velt, one term in the Senate, the 
ambassadorship to the Court of St. 
James’s by appointment of Harding, 
and finally Hughes’ successor at 
the helm of the State Department 
and Judge of the Permanent Court 
of International Justice. 

Prof. Jones brings a familiarity 
with post-war diplomacy to his dis- 
cussion of international affairs, in- 
cluding the signing of the treaty 
usually linked with Kellogg’s name, 
a treaty which he rightly calls 
the Pact of Paris. Admirer of 
his subject that he is, the biogra- 
pher does not blink the realities of 
the situation. War, he says, sur- 
vives in a world which has re- 
nounced it. But the treaty does, at 
least, register condemnation just as 
dueling and slavery had to be re- 
nounced before headway was made 
against them. “The full realization 
of-its promise, as must be the case 
with all international agreements, 
waits upon the growth of moral 
purpose and responsibility among 
the nations of the world.”

The one year in Mr. Kellogg’s life 
which the writer is pained to re- 
view is 1922, the year in which the 
voters of Minnesota retired his 
subject to private life and sent 
Henrik Shipstead, pioneer Farmer-

prices and values, Mr. Kellogg’s in- 
difference to party affairs in Min-

his popular defeat. 

Prof. Jones has set forth the 
facts, but he has not provided the 
critical judgment which his fellow 
scholars, the historians, are now 
employing in evaluating American 
politicians and statesmen of the 
past.

HE history of Dutch colonists 
Tin South Africa dates to 1652, 
when the first Boers settled in 
Cape Colony. Through 150 years of 
pioneer life these people maintained 
a stern type of Calvinistic faith 
which intensified their severe ex- 
clusiveness. Also, they firmly be- 
lieved in their right to enslave the 
native peoples. When the colony 
was finally ceded to Great Britain 
in 1815, the policies of the new gov- 
ernment in respect to the natives 
roused the opposition of the Boers. 
In 1835 they started the Great 
Trek to the Orange River district, 
where they settled in the Orange 
Free State. Later, a large body 
moved beyond the Vaal, where they 
organized the Transvaal Republic. 
Here, under Paul Kruger, elected 
President in 1883, they maintained 
a stubborn independence until the 
victory of the British in the Boer 
War.

ism. By Walter Starkie, (E. P. Dutton 
G Co., New York.) 


QUESTION mark, says Dr. 
A Starkie, may be set up as a 

symbol of the career and writ- 
ings of the Italian dramatic genius 
and Nobel prize winner, Luigi Pi- 
randello, who died last year, Piran- 
dello’s mind, the critic concludes, 
was “full of parenthesis, always 
questioning every idea, every sen- 
timent.” Drama as he conceived it 
did not spring from the emotions 
but from the intellect, therefore his 
plays were those a _ philosopher 
would write, inquiring into the in- 
dividual, into realities, into dualism 
and the like. 

Yet Pirandello had a great com- 
mand of the technique of the thea- 
ter and could set forth the conflict 
between phantasy and reason in his 
own mind in such a way that au- 
diences reacted to it. He might pay 
no attention to social problems, his 
heroines might be cerebral and ar- 
tificial, but no one exceeded him in 
the ability to create horror because 
he alone could give such instability 
to the usual verities of human ex- 
istence, He could turn an audience’s 
attention into itself and he could 
dispute eventually even the reali- 
ties of the theater, in the classic 
“Six Characters in Search of An 


Author.” 


On the basis of a book written in 
1926 and now out of print, Dr. 
Starkie, who is a lecturer on Italian 
literature in Dublin University and 
a director of the Abbey Theater, 
has traced Pirandello’s physical and 
literary ancestry and the course of 
his development. He has availed 
himself of the usual critic’s reward 
of philosophizing for himself but he 
has entered into an analysis of Pi- 
randello’s plays knowing what to 
look for.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Industrial 
activity ‘declined to the lowest level 
since June, 1936, this week. The 
Associated Press seasonally ad- 
justed index fell to 90.3 per cent of 
the 1929-30 average from 92.6 a 
week ago and compared with 96.2 
last year. The latest figure was 
17 per cent under the 108.6 peak 
touched this spring. 

Every major component, except 
railroad freight loadings, lost 
ground, with stee’ mill operations, 
cotton manufacturing and residen- 
tial building touching new lows for 
the year or longer. 

Automobile assemblies, normally 
rising at this time, slipped back 
fractionally. Trade circles report- 
ed sales of new models. slowing 
down and inventories of used cars 
mounting. 

The continued recession of steel 
operations reflected slack demand 
from railroad and automobile con- 
cerns. A slight pick-up was noted 
by some companies at the close of 
the week. 

Electric power output receded as 
ind power sales backed away 
with poorer business. 

Freight shipments improved mod- 
erately on a seasonal basis as a 
result of a big upturn in grain 
movement and an advance in in- 
dustrial merchandise hauled in full 
carlots.

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Commodity Prices Still Sliding, 
Mostly to New Lows for Year 


Livestock Alone Makes Small Gain; Market 
Basket Items Mixed; Industry 
Neglects Staples. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Commodity 
prices were at the lowest level since 
July, 1936, this week, with heavy 


liquidation of grains and metals 
pressing quotations steadily down- 
ward. 

Industrial as well as farm staples 
gave ground. Livestock alone, 
among the major groups, made a 
small gain over last week. 

The Associated Press weighted in- 
dex of 35 important commodities 
dropped to 79.34 per cent of the 1926 
average from 80.89 a week ago and 
compared with 83.06 last year. The 
current level was 19.70 per cent un- 
der the peak for the year, regis- 
tered last April, when the index hit 
98.14. 

Every classification, save live- 
stock, fell to a new low for the 
year or longer. 

Heavily stocked industry contin- 
ued to shun staple markets. With 
business receding, inventories ap- 
peared ample. With copper down 
% of a cent a pound at 11 cents, 
metal prices crumbled. Steel scrap 
was cut more than a dollar a ton 
to below $14. Lead, tin and anti- 
mony also were weak. 

With stocks of finished tires the 
largest in years, rubber manufac- 
turers held off the market and 
crude touched the lowest point 
since early 1936. Linseed oil dipped 
fractionally, but turpentine firmed. 

Wool and silk fell back, causing 
the textile index to chalk up its 
fifteenth consecutive new low for 
the year. The current level is the 
lowest since 1934. 

The. Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 


nomics estimated grain planting for 
the 1938 season would approximate- 
ly equal this year, and prices fell. 
Corn, wheat, oats, rye and cotton 
sought lower ground. 

Items entering the market basket 
were mixed. Coffee broke sharply 
as Brazil reduced the export tax— 
which went to pay for burned cof- 
fee—75 per cent. Cocoa and the 
heavily weighted flour also dipped. 
Eggs, sugar, lard and butter, on the 
other hand, strengthened. 

Declines among staples making 
up the index outweighed advances 
better than two to one.

VANCOUVER, British Columbia. 
ERIOUS students of seca 
serpent lore have long 
wished for a photograph 
of one of those strange 
aquatic creatures which 
people of many cen- 
turies have told of see- 
ing, but of whose exist- 
ence conclusive scienti- 
fic proof is lacking. Aft- 

er photography came into use, it seemed 
that whenever someone saw a sec serpent 
he didn’t have a camera handy or the mon- 
ster disappeared beneath the water just as 
the observer was about to snap it. A few 
years ago, it is true, motion pictures were 
offered as a record of the widely publicized 
monster which was supposed to inhabit 
Loch Ness in Scotland. But the object por- 
trayed was dim and distant, and except for 
some splashing at one end had much the 
appearance of a large log floating along, 
The movies, purporting to corroborate the 
stories of the huge, snake-like creature's ap- 
pearances in the loch, failed to remove a 
substantial skepticism concerning’ the 
phenomenon. 

Now there has just come to light a photo- 
graph of the kind desired. It clearly shows 
what certainly looks like a mammoth ser- 


pent swimming with head and tail above

the water, and it is supported by three 
affidavits as to its authenticity. It was 
taken at Lake Okanagan, in the eastern 
part of British Columbia near the Washing- 
ton State border. 

Ogopogo, according to the affidavits, is 
the swimmer—Ogopogo, the sea serpent, 
which has been a legend of Lake Okanagan 
since before white men settled in that re- 
gion. According to descriptions given by 
people who say they have seen it, the rep- 
tile is about 60 feet long. often carries its 
head several feet above the water, and is 
mottled green and black in color. 

When white people moved into that coun- 
try Indians told them of Ogopogo; they had 
been seeing the great water serpent occa- 
sionally for 30 years or more, and thought 
it must be very old. At first the whites 
laughed at these tales. Then some of them 
began to see Ogopogo—at least, they so re- 
ported. In the last 15 years more than 100 
persons of good reputation for veracity have 
reported seeing the monster. 

One day last August, R. G. S. Anthony, 
who lives at Trail, British Columbia, went 
with a picnic party to Lake Okanagan. He 
took a camera along as picnickers often do. 
Wandering, with two other members of the 
party, along the shore of the-lake, rather 
idly looking about for a view that would 
photograph well, he noticed something un- 
usual in the water, quite close to shore. At 
first glance, it seemed to be a line of dark 
humps, moving rapidly. A second glance 
showed him, as he related, that the humps

were smoothly flowing bends in a long ser- 
pentine body. It was moving, he said, at a 
speed which he estimated to be about 20 
miles an hour.

Some one thought 
at once of the stories about the mysterious 
denizen of these waters, Ogopogo—often 
called Ogo for short. “That's Ogo,””he shouted. 

Arnold hastily trained his camera on the 
undulating figure. It was a small, inexpen- 
sive camera, and its owner was excited. 
But he got two pictures of that strange sight. 
The better one came near being spoiled 
because his two companions were in the 
way when he was about to open the shut- 
ter; he delayed momentarily, however, until 
the subject had passed beyond the obstruc- 
tion.

The ancient 
border feuds then began to recede slowly 
into history although ill-feeling was not at 
an end.

are to be united by the marriage of Lady

dale, heir of the house of Douglas. Her 
fiance, known as “the boxing Marquis” be- 
cause of his skill in the amateur ring, made 
headlines in 1933 as the leader of the first 
tirplane squadron to cross Mount Ever- 
est. He is 30 years old and a member of 
Parliament. Lady Percy was a train bear- 
er to Queen Elizabeth on Coronation day. 

The Percye go back to William de Perci

valor at the Battle of Hastings. The Doug- 
lases are said to go back to 767 when one 
of the Scots king's thanes cried out in bat.

One of the earliest causes of trouble be- 
tween these English and Scotch houses oc- 
curred when a Douglas fell out with a Percy 
by carrying off the English heiress, Eleanor 
Ferrers, from Tranent Castle where she had

been staying to collect her Scottish rents. 
She didn’t seem to mind, however, for she 
married her captor. 

King Edward I of England, aroused by 
such disturbance of the peace, fined the 
lady heavily for marrying without his per- 
mission. He also held Sir Henry de Percy 
responsible for the good conduct of the 
Douglas. The Douglas made things worse 
by joining the Scots army of William Wal- 
lace which went down in defect. This 


of What the three observers maintained was 
none other than Ogopogo, the sea serpent. 

About a month ago, three other persons 
reported seeing Ogo at a place in the lake 
about 100 miles from where the picture was 
taken. These observers were Howard 
Chornton of Vernon and W. Welsh and R. 
Veale of Okanagan Landing. According 
to their account, they spied the creature 
close to shore, then went out in a boat to 
try for a still closer view. They succeeded 
in getting so near to it, they said, that it 
dived under their boat when it decided to 
disappear, and they could see plainly its 
“large, twitching, mottled greemblack coils.’’ 

Practically all the descriptions given of 
Ogo correspond pretty well with one an- 
other. An interesting account has been 
given by Ian Hassell, whose present ad- 
dress is the Sketch Club, Marylebone road, 
London. He said: “I was working on Oka- 
nagan Lake in a well populated stretch of

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Douglas died a year later in the Tower of 
London. His son, Sir James, called ‘the 
Good,” attempted to avenge his father 
against the English by joining Robert the 
Bruce. He fought 70 fights, mostly against 
the Percys, and was with Bruce at the vic- 
tory of Bannockburn where he was knighted 
on the field of battle. In a daring night at- 
tack on the English in 1327, he nearly cap- 
tured Edward III. His ferocity won him the 
appellation of “Black Douglas” and for 
many years after nurses used to frighten 
their charges with the lullaby: 


Hush ye, hush ye, little Pettie, 
Hush ye, hush ye, do not fret ye. 
The Black Douglas shall not get ye. 


Hermitage Castle was the Douglas strong- 
hold in these days, but the English, aided 
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land, handling pack horses and trapping. I 
constantly met white farmers of repute who 
told a story of a monster 60 feet long living 
in the lake—a monster which swam with 
great speed, goat-like, its head towering five 
to eight feet above the water on a slim 
neck. A doctor driving an automobile saw 
the monster swimming along a course, par- 
allel to the road, and it was going faster 
than his automobile was. Another witness 
saw it break through a hole in the ice 
which covered the lake in winter time. In- 
diaris of the district long told similar stories, 
and the increasing population of whites now 
seeing the monster give descriptions which 
show that the Indians’ tales were not ex- 
aggerated.” 

Those who claim some acquaintance with 
the career of Ogopogo say the serpent dis- 
appears for long periods. No satisfactory 
explanation of this has been given. 

In some respects, Ogopogo lacks the pic- 
turesqueness of some of the other seca ser- 
pents that have been reported in modern 
times. In name, for instance, the Lake 
Okanagan marvel can scarcely equal the 
monster that was supposed to roam Lake 
Storsjon, Sweden, a quarter of a century 
ago; the Swedish phenomenon was known 
as Storsjoodjuretuppenbarelserna. And 
Ogo’s appearance apparently is not nearly 
so fantastic as that of some of its fellow 
sea serpents. : 

Off the Pacific Coast, a few years ago, 
the first mate of a liner saw, he said, "a 
great eel-like monster’ about 90 feet long, 


that rose out of the water “with its seven — 
humps like a camel and its face like a cow, 
and uttered an eerie bellow like a bull

German submarine told of seeing thrown 
into the air by a torpedoed ship a creature 


whale in its death agony.” 


resembling a crocodile, with two webbed 
legs in front and two behind. A sea serpent 
reported in the Indian Ocean in 1934 was 


described as having a long neck surmounted 
by a large head which seemed to have a 


snout and a gaping mouth. 


N LOCH ALSH, SCOTLAND, a London 


physician saw, he said, a monster 
which had a head and neck like those 


of a giraffe, and “a sort of ruffle at the junc- 


tion of the head and neck.” A strange crea- 
ture reported seen off the coast of British 
Columbia was said to have had fins, hair 
and quills. 

One of the reasons for skepticism about 
sea serpents is that on a few occasions 
when it has been possible to check obser- 
vations with facts, the sea serpent has 
turned out to be something else. The 
strange “sea monster” washed ashore near 
Cherbourg, France, in 1934, for example, 
was reported to have a neck like a horse's, 
a head like a camel's and to be covered 
with white hair. On scientific examination, 
it was found to be a dog fish. 

What Ogopogo, the sea serpent of Lake 
Okanagan, actually is may never be 
known. In Arnold's photograph, there is no 
question, Ogo looks like a sea serpent.

by the Percy soldiers, captured it three 
times. Their hold, however, was so uncer- 
tain that they dubbed it Castle Dangerous. 
After Robert the Bruce was killed, the Black 
Douglas set out with Bruce's heert for the 
Holy Land where he had promised to bury 
it. 

He met death in battle with the Moors 
before he could cross Spain. 

The most famous Percy was Harry Hot- 
spur who was besieged in his castle at Ains- 
wick by James, Second Earl of Douglas, in 
1386. James challenged any Percy follow- 
er to come out and fight. Harry Hotspur 
accepted. The two mounted men charged 
each other with their lances, Hotspur was 
unhorsed and his men sallied out, barely 
succeeding in rescuing him. Douglas then 
left, taking with him Hotspur’s pennon—a 
blue lion on a gold field. But Hotspur, get- 
ting reinforcement, followed. In the battle 
that followed, Hotspur and his father were 
captured although Douglas was killed in the 
hour of his victory. 

Soon after, Hotspur and his father were 
ransomed. In 1400 they invaded the Loth- 
ians, firing the villages as they went. Two 
years later they ran up against Archibald, 
the Earl of Douglas, whose father they had 
killed in battle when they were captured. 
This time the Douglas chieftain was cap- 
tured and the Percys looked forward to rich 
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ransom. Henry IV, however, decreed that 
the prisoners should not be released until 
he saw fit. Hotspur lived up to his name, 
became so angry that he released the pris 
oners at once and without ransom. They 
went with him on a march toward Shrews 
bury where they hoped to meet Henry’ 
men. They did and for the first time Percys 
and Douglases fought together on the same 
side. Hotspur was killed by an arrow, Gs 
wera many more of the important members 
of the Percy clan. Archibald, sorely 
wounded, was captured. He became 
reconciled. with the English and was fr 
leased. 


HINGS then settled down, as far as 
the Percy-Douglas feud was com 
cerned, until the 1570's when Queen 

Elisabeth imprisoned Sir Thomas Percy and 
appointed Sir William Douglas to guard him. 
This Douglas told Lady Percy he would free 
the prisoner for £10,000.

Douglas 
came to an agreement with Queen Elizabeth 
and turned Percy over to the executioner.

In that opus he did 
not content himself with landing on just one 
girl. Three ladies got in his way and he 
swung on ‘em all. One of them got hurt, 
too. That was Alice White who unex- 
pectedly stepped into Jimmie’s swing when 
she had been rehearsed to back away 
from it. Jimmie was pretty sorry about 
that. Miss White, after she had been 
patched up. was all right about it. Said 
she knew Mr. Cagney meant well. 


But whereas Mr. March was plenty strenuous so long as he only had to use his hands, the director had to show him how when the script called for using his foot in a homely but 


decidedly ungallant way. 


Hollywood was much worked up over the 
whole thing. It might revolutionize pictures 
just as the talkies did and as television is 
expected to do before long. Whether or 
not a gentleman should hit a lady—we are 
still talking about in pictures remember, not 
off the screen—became the leading topic 
of conversation around such chaste athe- 
naeums as the Brown Derby, the Vendome 
and the Trocadero.

They wili-not strike a woman player under 
any circumstances no matter what the 
‘script calls for and they are pretty sure 
that they will never be asked to do so. 

So, maybe, the matter will be left to the 
screen farces and comedies where a punch, 


a more or less playful one, just in the in- 
terests of laughs is a different thing. In 
Selznick’s new picture, ‘Nothing Sacred,” 
which has just been finished Fredric 
March delivers a well placked kick upon a 
spot on Carole Lombard’s body where it 
will do the most good—and get the most 
laughs. Mr. Marsh, another real gentleman 
of screendom, wouldn't do such a thing 
dramatically but considers it OK for a farce 
such as “Nothing Sacred.”

You can do what you want to a man on 
the screen and some of the male players 
get pretty rough treatment. It has just 
taken Director Michael Curtiz six weeks 
to kill Tim Holt, Jack Holt’s boy, and he 
covered 750 miles doing it. 


Holt— Tim not Jack — started dying on 
Aug. 30 at Weaverville, way up in the 
north end of California. He finally “died”’ 
on Oct. 7 on the Warner ranch at Cala- 
bassas, 20 miles from the Burbank studio. 

Though Holt is a muscular young man 
in fine physical condition, that had nothing 
to do with his being hard to kill. The rea- 
son was that the script of “Gold Is Where 
You Find It” called for him to be “shot” 
in a hydraulic mine and “die” in his screen 
father’s ranch house. The mine was at 


Weaverville. The ranch house was at Cala- 
bassas, under a 200-year-cld live oak 
tree. 


We didn’t see the shooting of Holt. One 
of the Warner boys’ publicists did and he 
says it was a pretty thrilling affair. Ac- 
cording to his version, Holt walked bravely 
up to the mine, where a bunch of miners 
led by Barton MacLane were barricaded 
and tried to serve MacLane with some pa- 
pers. There was a good deal of shooting 
and when it was over Holt was down in 
the dirt, mortally wounded. 


the guns stopped going off, George 
Brent rode into the scene, picked 
Holt up, slung him across the pommel of his 
saddle and rode down the trail with him. 

"It was a little hard on Tim,” the pub- 
“They made the scene 
five or six times and being slung across a 
horse with your head on one side and your 
feet on the other isn’t very comfortable.” 

However, we did see the end of the 
scene five weeks later. The same publicist 
drove us up to Calabassas on the chance 
that there might be something going on. 

Brent was riding up with 
Holt slung across his saddle while the 
technicolor camféra put the scene on film. 

The ranch house where Holt eventually 
died is a nice place to die in and would 
be an even nicer place to live in if it had 
a back on it. It stands, as we mentioned 
before, under a tremendous live oak tree. 

“That tree is 200 years old,” the publicist 
said.. Then he pondered the matter for a 
moment and added: “200 years old, think 
of it. You know I had a guy up here a 
couple of days ago from Portland, Oregon, 
and he thought the tree was artificial. He 
just couldn't believe it was real.” 

To get back to the death of Holt. Direc- 
tor Curtiz wasn’t satisfied with the first 
scene. Nor was he satisfied with the sec- 
ond or third. The 50 or 60 bearded extras, 
who play the farmers, didn’t act concerned 
enough to suit Curtiz. 

“Tim, he is dead,” Curtiz yelled. 
like you gave a damn.” 

The next. time, the extras obeyed orders. 
They made like they gave a damn and 
some of them cried a little at the pitiful 
spectacle of a young man cut down in the 
flower of his manhood being carried, like 
a sack of flour, to his father’s house. And 
the father, Claude Rains, stood on the porch 
looking more concerned than anyone. 

After it was all over, Holt stood around 
rubbing his stomach. He said he was glad 
he was finally dead because the scene had 
been hard on the body. He said he likes to 
ride horseback, but prefers sitting in the 
saddle to being slung across the horse's 
chassis in such an awkward fashion. 

But you can’t treat a lady like that. Not 
under the order which has gone forth from 
The First Gentlemen of the screen.

PHOTOGRAPHS OF MEXICAN 
VAR UNCOVERED

YONKERS 
VEN in the days of the 
war between the United 
States and Mexico, 1846- 
48, there were cancid 
camera men. 
not generally known is 
established by 
daguerreotypes 
by H. Armour Smith of 
this city and now on 
display in the New York Modern Museum 
of Arts. They were believed to have been 
taken by a Lieutenant Doubleday, but it has 
been impossible to verify this. They ante- 
date those made by Mathew B. Brady, fa- 
mous for Civil War scenes and commonly re- 
ferred to as father of war photography. 

One picture shows Major-General John EI- 
lis Wool and his staff on horseback in the 
street of a town in Northern Mexico. The 
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other shows the old gateway of Fort Madi- 
son in St. Augustine, Florida. Both were 
taken some time between 1846 and 1848. 

This picture of Wool, taken during his fa- 
mous march from San Antonio to Saltillo, is 
all the more interesting when it is recalled 
‘nat Wool was born in 1784 and served in 
ree major wars--those of 1812, the Mex- 
‘can, and the Civil. In the first war, he 
raisea «© company of volunteers in his home 
town, Troy. New York, and rose from cap- 
tain to lieuienant-general, being promoted 
once after hs tell wounded and again for 
conspicuous bravery. The Government sent 
him to Europe in 1832 to study military es- 
tablishments. Aficer the war with Mexico 
he was voted a sword and thanks by Con- 
gress for ‘distinguished service’ in the war 
and especially jor skill, enterprise and cour- 
age at Buena Vista.” At the opening of the 
Civil War he saved Fortress Monroe by 
timely reinforcements. He was in command 
of the Department of the East until 1863 
when he was retired for age and infirmity.

“The secret of eternal life was what cre- 
ated the divine right of kings,” she says.

Mrs. Sloane's claim to have rediscov- 
ered the secret of eternal life is not much 
more incredible than her extremely active 
life. She first appeared on the American 
scene as a Swedish immigrant and wound 
up a public career when she was past 60 
as special representative of the United 
States Government to her native Sweden. 

She was born April 15, 1857, in Berjane, 
Parish of Roggerd, Sweden, and educated 
at the Technical College of Kristinehamn 
and at Nass Teachers’ College, specializing 
in commercial sciences and handicraft teach- 
ing. In 1894, owing to the wide interest 
created in Swedish handicraft through an 
exhibit of the Chicago World's Fair the year 
before, she came to the United States and 
organized a handicraft school in Chicago. 


IVE years later she was married to 
2 Mersene E. Sloane, then editor of the 

Stewartsville (Minnesota) Times. She 
gave up her school and later made a tour 
of the United States with her husband when 
he embarked on a series of lectures after as- 
suming a post with the United States Depart- 
ment of Census. 

Two children were born to the union, one 
of whom is still living, Norma Sloane Over- 
ton, now attached to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Mr. Sloane died in 
1917. 

Being married seemed to have been no 
bar to Mrs. Sloane’s indefatigable industry 
and zeal for study. They had settled in 
Washington, D. C., after the lecture tour 
and she organized another handicraft school 
which later became a national institute for 
training teachers. In addition she took time 
to further her own education. In the years 
prior to her husband's death she was gradu-

Her work was published both here 
and in Sweden. She was an active mem- 
ber of many women’s organizations and an 
active proponent of vocational training in 
schools and chairman of the Mother's Con- 
gress which launched the movement. 

Mrs. Sloane had become a widow when 
the United States entered the World War 
ond although she was then turning 60 she 
secured a post with the War Trade Board 
where she served for the duration of the 
war as a translator. She says when she 
entered the service she could translate in 
the Scandinavian languages, but at the end 
of 18 months she was translating in nine 
different languages with the aid of a dic- 
tionary. As proof she displays civil service 
ratings for Danish, Dutch, French, German, 
Italian, Norwegian, Portuguese, Spanish and 
English. 

When the War Trade Board was dis- 
solved she was transferred to the Shipping 
Board and later to the Federal Reserve 
Board. She left Civil Service in 1923 when 
she was appointed to serve as special in- 
dustrial representative to Sweden, where 
she toured two years in behalf of Amer- 
ican trade relations abroad, which was the 
windup of her Government career. When 
she returned to the United States she was 
prevented from returning to Civil Service be- 
cause of her age. 

This part of her career Madam Sloane 
now dismisses more or less lightly. She 
confesses today that ever since she first 
lived in Chicago and became interested in 
theosophy she was preparing herself for 
what came at 70, her studies at Columbia 
University and her subsequent research 
work.

Who Says She'll Live a Thousand ‘Years 


read several hundred books on theosophy, 
Christian Science, Yogism, later to branch 
out her reading on ancient philosophies in 
many languages. Her studies at Columbia 
gave her access to libraries of ancient 
manuscripts and it was there she began on 
the trail of her research into her beliefs of 
eternal life. 

In January, 1927, completing her resident 
fellowship, she left for a two-year visit to 
India, where for part of the time she lived 
with the disciples of Scri Aurabindo Ghose, 
Oxford graduate, leader of the Shibanie 
movement, who declares he will be first 
King of India, and who is held prisoner in 
the French colony at Pondichery. 


RS. SLOANE did not become a 

disciple of Ghose, she declares. 

She remained to study the move- 
ment and its beliefs, comparing them with 
her other searches. During this two years, 
she says, she wrote “The Road to Immor- 
tality Revealed in the Apocalypse,” aided 
by some ancient documents she found in 
India, which was her first work on the sub- 
ject. 

Returning to the United States, she settled 
in New York City to continue her studies 
and writings which have proved to be so 
far from the orthodox track. All of them 
have been so controversial, in fact, that 
neither the university authorities nor the of- 
ficials of the American Philosophical Society 
can agree on the various material she has 
submitted to be published as her disserta- 
tion, the final step to obtain her degree as 
doctor of philosophy. 

The past 10 years, Mrs. Sloane says, 
she feels have been her best. It was during 
this time that she produced more than 100 
manuscripts and she is now marking time 
in her studies to get them in final shape for 
publication. 

“I am feeling younger every day,’ 
says at 80. “In another 10 years, when | 
am 90, I expect to not only feel younger, 
but look younger than I do today.

For here 

are two of the greatest conductors in 

the world at intellectual swords points 

—not about interpretation of a sym- 

phonic theme or any nuance of the 

type of music in which they stand 

high, but about politics. And, even 

more strangely, each is a national of 

the two foremost Fascist nations in Eu- 

rope. Toscanini is quite frankly anti- 
Fascist even in Italy. 

There is one difference, however, 

and because of this the Italian has 


made life miserable for the German. 
Toscanini drove Furtwaengler from the 
October concerts in Vienna with words 
of scorn for his “surrender” to Nazi 
principles. He thundered that a con- 
ductor who would lend himself to the 
Nazi ideology inherent in the Bayreuth 
Festival in Germany did not deserve 
the honor of participating in the Salz- 
burg Festival in Austria next summer. 


As things stand now Furtwaengler, 
humiliated more than he has dared let 
on by the scathing words of the Maes- 
tro, does not plan to attend Salzbury 
next year. 

Toscanini has an additional griev- 
ance against Germany because it per- 
secutes Jews. Then too there is the 
memory of Furtwaengler’s brief resist- 
ance to Nazification and his apology 
to Nazi officials for writing a defense 
of Paul Hindemith, a young German 
composer, whose blood does not con- 
form to Nazi ideas of what a true 
Aryan should be.

Over Politics 


And Why the 
Famous Toscanini

There were other things that had 
been rankling Toscanini for some time 
and the fiery Italian is not the one to 
permit a grievance to seethe within 
his breast. A little over a year ago in 
Budapest Furtwaengler abruptly 
changed a program of a concert, sub- 
stituting a Schumann symphony for a 
work by Mendelssohn, who was Jew- 
ish. The official reason was that the 
musicians did not have time to re- 
hearse the Mendelssohn number al- 
though Viennese musicians virtually 
can play his entire output in their 
sleep. 


HE excuse was made even more 

transparent when observers re- 

called that the conductor had 
been sharply assailed in Berlin for 
“provocation” in playing a Mendel- 
ssohn concerto. 

Toscanini has not forgotten and few 
are the great personages of music 
who can carry a grudge as thorough- 
ly. 

There is, of course, no one in the mu- 
sical world whose memory is as good 
or as long as that of the noted Maes- 
tro who has on occasion memorized an 
entire symphony over night. 

Furtwaengler—he is reputed to be a 
brother of Walter Wanger, the film pro- 
ducer—has thus been on a musical spot

ever since Toscanini broke forth in 
print about him. He could have gone 
to Vienna early last month, but he 
would have had to compete with 
Toscanini who announced he was 
going to conduct the Vienna Philhar- 
monic at about the same time. The 
German had been scheduled to con- 
duct the Philharmonic’s annual Nicolai 
Concert and at the Staatsoper in No- 
vember. 

He notified his friends in Vienna, 
however, that he would be unable to 
appear. This redounded unfavorably 
for the assumption put forward by 
some was that he felt the ticket sale 
for his performances might be adverse- 
ly affected by the willingness of the av- 


erage Viennese to pay any price for 
Toscanini concerts. A situation of this 
sort would have furnished another 
ground for unflattering contrasts. 

Most of the musical observers on the 
side lines of the epic feud feel a little 
sorry for Furtwaengler. Although he is 
one of the leading conductors in Ger- 
many his artistic stature is still short of 
Toscanini’s and his showmanship even 
further.away. But until the advent of 
Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler he was 
steadily enhancing a reputation that 
once inspired speculation as to wheth- 
er he would be a “second Beethoven.” 

Furtwaengler was born in Berlin in 
1886 and became a student of Rhein- 
berger and Schillings. He began con- 


ducting at theaters in Zurich and Leip- 
zig in 1905. He was made opera di- 
rector at Mannheim in 1915 succeeding 
Artur Bodanzky. He followed Richard 
Strauss at the symphony concerts of the 
Berlin Opera and appeared at Co. 
vent Garden in London, at the Staat- 
soper in Vienna and other famous 
halls. 

Perhaps the high point of his career 
—and one which led to his greatest 
grief—were his engagements with the 
New York Philharmonic in 1925 when 
he followed Toscanini, and-very credit- 
ably too. A decade later he was again 
summoned to take the baton of the 
Philharmonic. But it was a new day 
in Germany and New York City—the 
largest Jewish community in the world 
—arose against him. A boycott threat, 
petitions, speeches and protests led 
Furtwaengler to refuse the invitation 
from Luxor, Egypt. where he was on 
tour. 

Friends said this was a keen disap- 
pointment to him.

Texas Restored 


Intact at Harvard Unvwversity.

CAMBRIDGE, Massachusetts. 
N THE dim Cambrian 
7 age of the Paleozoic 
era some 215,000,000 
years ago, a queer 
looking animal now 
known as the Edapho- 
scurus was the highest 
form of life. The ambling Atlantosaur- 
us, the belligerent Brontosaurus and the 
savage Sauropod were not yet known. 
Man and other forms of mammalia 
were far in the future. This made life 
pretty easy for the Edaphosaurus as it 
was a gentle animal content to live and 
let live. It was not even a meat eater, 
being content with what herbs it could 
find as it browsed about. 

It was one of the queerest animals 
that ever came down the pike. It 
looked somewhat like the present day 
lizard except that it had a rounded fin 
on its back and was usually eight to 
10 feet in length. This sail-like fin, 
from which several sharp boney quills 
protruded, is responsible for its more 
simple names of ship lizard or “Prickly 
Percy.” About two feet high, the fin 
tapered toward head and tail. This 
“gail” constitutes a puzzle even to the 
present day. A swimmer might have 
used it as a real sail, tacking and 
wearing in the water when it got tired 
of paddling. The poor old ship lizard, 
however, not only lacked the webbed 
feet essential for swimming, but also 
lacked the brain to make usé of a sail. 
This was only to be expected for in its 
silly looking head, which was barely 
six inches in length and breadth, there 
- was a brain no bigger than a peca- 
nut. It was the largest animal of that 
time, but cared nothing about being 
known as the king of beasts. 

It could do nothing but lead a harm- 
less sort of life bumbling around for 
choice herbs to eat or soaking itself in 
the soft ooze of some swamp while it 
dimly hoped nothing would disturb its 
languid life. But even this placid man- 
ner of living was not safe. Time and 
again luckless edaphosauria would 
awake from a nap in a swamp, flound- 
er about vainly, and then phlegmat- 
ically give up and sink slowly to a 
muddy decth.

This, of course, was an ideal wallow- 
ing place for the edaphosauria in that 
region. East Texas was high and dry 
then, while West Texas, now high land, 
was a low lying, marshy area, with 
Eastern New Mergico the Western 
shore of that sea. When the inland 
sea receded, thousands of reptiles and 
other monsters that had lived very com- 
fortably until then, became mired and 
died in the suffocating mud. 

The beds of fossils in this area be- 
‘ame known in 1878, although strange 


bones had been picked up as far back 
as Civil War times. In 1878, however, 
Jacob Bowl, a Swiss naturalist at the 
Dallas Academy explored the region. 
He found a skull which he kept and 
showed to Professor Cope of Philadel- 
phia, a famous old time fossil hunter, 
who recognized its importance. In the 
next 20 years Cope sent several expe- 
ditions to grub out specimens. Since 
then there have been intermittent ex- 
plorations, by the American Museum 
of Natural History, the University of 
Chicago and the University of Mich- 
igan. Their expeditions found many 
fossilized reptile parts and were able 
to assemble some of them complete. 

Harvard has worked these deposits 
for three seasons, the expeditions 
spending practically entire summers in 
the work, which has to be done most 
carefully. The material in which the 
fossils are found is soft and a fine 
specimen might be badly damaged in 
digging it out. When a complete speci- 
men or large group of bones is found, 
a big block of earth surrounding them 
is cut out, wrapped around the upper 
part with burlap dipped in plaster and 
after this has set, the block is turned 
over and the same thing done with the 
bottom half. 


HE region is practically all cattle 
country. The explorers can work 
some sections from a nearby 
town if they have an automobile that 
can stand the strain of the field trip. 
In other parts, they have to camp, 
using a tent and cooking their meals in 
the open. Three-quarters of the work 


is on foot, working around in the broil- | 


ing sun, because the fossils generally 
are found in pockets where rain and 
weathering have exposed them. The 
rough work is done with a miner's 
pick, but smaller tools have to be used 
when there is danger of breaking the 
specimens. 

This particular find was made by 
Professor Alfred S. Romer, curator of 
vertebrate paleontology at the museum. 
The skeleton was collected by L. I. 
Price, research associate, and R. V. Wit- 
ter, assistant preparator. The delicate 
job of mounting was done by George 
Nelson, for many years preparator for 
the museum. 

Northwest Texas is a rich field for 
prehistoric fossils, but they are not 
readily found. The spot where the 
ship lizard was found turned out to be 
an unusually good one, however, the 
diggers also uncovering what might be 
called a “left-handed cousin” of the 
Edaphosaurus. It is the same family 
but only distantly related, and goes by 
name of Dimetrodon. The fossil- 
‘keleton form of the one found 
near the ship lizard also is in the mu- 
seum at Harvard. While the Edapho- 
sadurus was comparatively harmless, 
the Dimetrodon had a mean disposi-
